LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 6.—All of the promi- 
Hent Demoerats in the city are members of the 
Watterson Club, and it is the organization which 
invites prominent Democrats to visit Louisville 
and entertains them when they are here. . 

At the meeting last night a member slightly 
troubled with the Hill fever made a motion 
that acted like a bombshell on the faithfu 
present. 

The resolution was that, in view Of the fact 
that the Hon. David B. Hill, a prominent 
Democrat and an aspirant for the Demoesratic 
nomination for the Presidency, would in a few 
days make a tour of the Southern States, the 
Watterson Club extend him an invitation to 
address the club on the national issues of the 
day. ; 

Several gentiomen were on their feet in an in- 
stant, asking for recognition from the Chair. 
Pat Bannon got the floor and spoke against the 
zesolution, saying that the coming of Hill would 
cause dissensions in the club. 

As soon as Mr. Bannon eat down, the Secre 
tary, O. H. Stratton, was recognized by the 
ir, and he paid his respects to the junior 
Senator from New-York iu a lively manner. 

He was sorry. he said, tosee the dominating 
influence the office of the Presidency was hav- 
ing. The person to whom this club was asked 
to extend an invitation was about to desert his 
post of duty in the United States Senate 
and engage in a common canvass for the high- 
est office in the land, although his services were 
needed in the Senate, and he was receiving pay 
for the performance of them. 

“Yet since his election,” said the speaker, 
“he has not yet performed one full day’s work. 
By reason of holding on to the Governorship of 
New-York while clected to another office, he has 
been enabled to inaugurate what is now known 
as the Hill movement, and Iam opposed to this 
olub’s aiding that movement in any way.” 

Mr. Gorman opposed the motion and offered 
as an amendment that it be referred to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee for action. It was so 
ordered. 

This means that the Watterson Club has no 
desire to see or listen to Mr. Hill. 


SYRACUSE REBUKES HILL. 





PROTEST FROM ALL CITIZENS AGAINST 
THE PROPOSED GERRYMANDER. 


BYRACUSE, N. Y., March 6.—A stinging rebuke 
was administered Friday night in this city to 
the promoters of the legislation at Albany pro- 
viding for the redistricting of Syracuse into 
nineteen wards for the purpose of dividing the 
population into eections that the Democrats 
might gain control of the Common Council, 
which now stands, under the normal vote, eight 
Republicans to six Democrats, with a Republi- 
can Mayor. 

Nearly 3,000 people gathered in the big Al- 
hambra Rink, in response to a call to all citizens 
Interested in fair legislation. Republicans and 


Democrats alike were in the assemblage and in- 
dignation was expressed on all sides. Mayor 
Jacob Amos presided. He introduced as the 
speakers of the evening Assemblyman William 
Kennedy, (Rep., Onondaga,) Attorney W. M. 
Rose, and M: E. Driscoll. The speeches were 
all of the same character, condemning the bills 
introduced on Thursday by Senator Nichols 
(Dem., Onondaga,) and Assemblyman Ryan 
( , Westchester,) as parts of Hill’s scheme 
in New-York politics. Resolutions were adopted 
expressing this sentiment of the mass meeting, 
and it was decided to charter a special train to 
take a citizens committee to Albany to protest 
at the hearing before the Senate committee. 
Under the redistricting as provided in the 
eer bill there is no question that the 
emocrats would gain the wards.

THE FAVORITE OF DEMOCRATIC EDI-

BaLTrmore, March 6.—The News to-day pub- 
Jishes the personal Presidential preferences of 
minety-six editors of Maryland, Virginia, and 
West Virginia. The Maryland Democrats were 
flivided as follows: Cleveland, 15; Gorman, 8; 
Hil, 1. The Virginia Democrats—Cleveland, 
17; Hill, 8; Boies, 1. The West Virginia Demo- 
erate—Cileveland, 4; Hill, 2; Gorman, 1; Boies, 
1. The total for Cleveland in the three States 
was 36, against 25 for all other candidates. 

Of seventy-two expressions of opinion on the 
issue all but nine editors replied that the tariff 
would be the conspicuous feature of the camn- 


paign, and of seventy specific expressions of 
opinion regarding popular sentiment among 
Democrats in the communities heard from, tifty- 
six replied that Cleveland was the choice of the 
people. 

- The Republican preferences were mainly for 
Harrison, and about half-and-half between 
Biaine and Harrison as regards popularity.

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THE WEST VIRGINIA CONTEST. 


REPUBLICANS HOPE TO WIN, WITH 


ELKINS AS THEIR LEADER. 


CHARLESTON, West Va., March 6.—Indications 
multiply that the Republican candidate for 
Governor of West Virginia in the coming cam- 
paign will be Secretary of War Stephen B. 
Elkins, late of New-Mexico. Several gentlemen 
of West Virginia birth are in the field against 
him, notably ex-Congressman George W. Atkin- 
son. Atkinson could get the nomination if 
things were allowed to take their natural 
course, which will not be the case. He could 
get the nomination by reason of past 
party services and natural aptitude for 
political wirepulling, but Elkins would be 
5,000 votes stronger as the head of the 


ticket, and, as the Secretary of War is credited 
with an ambition to shine inthe United States 
Senate, and as he incidentally has the cash to 
put up for campaign expenses, being an able 
successor of Gen. Goff in this respect, and fur- 
thermore, as he has the aid and comfort of the 
Administration, he will swing the convention 
with the greatest of ease, and will sevure the 
nomination—unless there is anew deal and an 
entire change of programme within the next 
sixty days. 

Republicans have little hope of securing the 
State Senate, but bave a fighting chance—or 
something more—for the House of Delegates, 
and they argue that, by heading the ticket with 
Elkins and getting accesa to his ‘“bar’l,” they 
can stand a better chance of securing a major- 
ity on joint ballot in the Legislature. Then 
Elkins would be elevated to the Senatorship, 
Atkinson would be chosen to fill the vacancy in 
the Governorship, the State would be redis- 
triocted for Congressional purposes 80 as to give 
three Republican districts, an investigation 
of the insane asylum, of the Audit- 
or’s office, and of several kindred mat- 
ters, concerning which there have been un- 
savory allegations for years past, would be in- 
stituted, and, with a rearrangement of the Sena- 
torial districts, West Virginia would be wheeled 
into the Republican column for good. Demo- 
crate are fully alive to this programme and to 
the dangerous possibilities of the situation, and 
thus we have the elements of one of the liveliest 
campaigns yet seenin this State, and of which 
the outcome is not at all certain. 

In fact, the Democrats, who are somewhat 
torn up over a fight between the Camdenites and 
the adherents of Senator Fauikner, rival candi- 
dates for Senator, took the alarm a month ago, 
and as a result we were treated, ten days ago, 
to the unparalleled spectacle of a district Demo- 
cratic club convention in February of a Presi- 
dential year. Three hundred of the leading 
Democrats of the State were in attendance, and 
it was agreed, on the quiet, that the campaign 
of 1892 would be oneinvolving the future of 
the party in the State. As one of the results 
of this gathering, T. 8. Riley, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Executive Commitcee, has 
calied conventions in each of the four Congres- 
sional districts of the State for June 1, in the 
First Districtat Weston, in the Second at Charles- 
town, in the Third at Charleston, and in the 
Fourth at Ravenswood, and upon these occa- 
sions delegates will be chosen tothe Chicago 
Convention, anda general and comprehensive 
plan of campaign will be mapped out. 

There are several elements entering into the 
uncertainty attending the results of the next 
election in West Virginia. One is the Australian 
ballot law, which will then have its first trial in 
this State; another is the heavy increase in pop- 
ulation in the back counties, heretofore most 
heavily Democratic, but which mostly showed a 
somewhat startling disposition to go Republican 
at the last general election in 1888, and 
a third is the activity of the Farmers’ Al- 
liance, which is strongest in the agri- 
cultural and Democratic counties, and the 
leaders of which at present evidence a disposi- 
tion to put tickets in the fleld—especially for 
the Legislature. Against these apparent heavy 
odds the Democrats must battle, and they are 
putting their shoulders to the wheel with a 
spirit and determination which augurs a des- 
perate and probably successful contest; but 
enough of the elements of uncertainty are pres- 
ent to make the fight an extremely interesting 
one, and one in which Presidential candidates 
cannot but take a deep concern.

SAYS HE IS NOT INSANE. 
aa 
KNIGHT CLAIMS TO BE THE VICTIM 
OF A CONSPIRACY. 


San ANTONIO, Texas, March 6.—Fremont R. 
Knight, the wealthy Indianapolis iron manu- 
facturer who was arrested here last Friday 
upon the eharge of insanity preferred by Ovid 
B. Wallace, nephew of Gen. Lew Wallace and 
son of the Jate Postmaster William Walluce of 
Indianapolis, claims that he is the victim ofa 
faithless friend, and is highly indignant at the 
charge of lunacy which has been preferred 
against him. He will have a hearing before the 
County Judge to-morrow evening. 

Mr. Knight estates that, having busiress to 
transact in San Antonio that required his per- 
sonal attention, he selected O. B. Wallace, who 
was a personal friend of the family, to accom- 
pany him here. As he (Knight) was an invalid, 
Wallace took charge of the funds. “We just 
went to New-York,” said Mr. Knight, ‘‘and im- 
mediately upon leaving there Wallace began a 
course of conduct I did not approve, and when 
we reached San Antonio I was too- much dis- 
gusted with his conduct to stand it any longer. 
I said to him: ‘You are not fit to look 
after yourself, much lees an invalid, and 
I want you to give up the money which my 
uncle gave youforme. You shan’t throw away 
his money, as you have been doing, any more.’ 
He then became abusive, and lifted a chair to 
strike me, when Mr. Deutschman separated us. 
He then said: ‘I can prove that you are crazy.’ 
fick as I was, I could not stand such an insult, 
and I knocked him down. Then he went to the 
County Clerk's office and made an atlidavit that 
I had assaulted him, and demanded my confine- 
ment.” 

These statements were corroborated by Selig 
Deutschman and John Loustanau. Knight was 
very bitter in his denunciations of Wallace, who, 
he declared, had neglected him shamefully in 
every way, absenting himself for two days with 
the medicine without which be could not sleep, 
and leaving him stranded in San Antonio with- 
out a dollar in his possession and dependent for 
shelter upon the charity of friends. 

Regarding the certificates from Indianapolis 
and New-York doctors which Wallace gave to 
the County Clerk to prove Knight'sinsanity, the 
latter said they were made at the time his 
nervous spstem was most shattered by the pow- 
erful medicine given him for the night sweats, 
and that he had certificates from the same 
doctors of a later date which would entirely 
nullify the first statements. 

“INVESTIGATION” THE PRNALTY. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 6.—One of the beauti- 
ful uses to which the Governor's bureaucracy 
may be put is finding illustration here just now.

THE YOKOHAMA TRAGEDY 


SHOOTING OF ROBINSON BY 


LIEUT. HETHERINGTON. 


THE DYING MAN DECLARES THAT HE 
ONLY FLIRTED WITH THE OFFI- 
CER’S WIFE—THE WOMAN WHO 
HAS CAUSED ALL THE TROUBLE. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.—Mrs. Hetherington 
sailed from San Francisco last October on the 
steamer Chinato rejoin her husband. She is 
about twenty years old and has one child, a 
yearold. She is a handsome, stylish-looking 
woman. 

Her maiden name is not known here, but her 
fatherisa prominent citizen of Wilmington, 
Del. Mrs. Hetherington spent last Summer at 
Marine Villa, Cape May. 

Robinson, on his deathbed, denied that he had 
been criminally intimate with her, and said that 
they had merely been carrying on a flirtation. 

The Yokohama papers give only meagre de- 
tails of the shooting and the result of the in- 
quest is not stated. Hetherington is said to be 
oonsiderably older than his wife, and was an 
intimate friend of her father before he married 
her. Lieut. Hetherington was appointed to the 
Annapolis Naval Academy from Iowa in 1874 
and was promoted to » Lieutenancy in Septem- 
ber, 1890. He lived at Wilmington some time 
and there met the woman who is now his wife. 
Mrs. Hetherington is one or four sisters, the 
other three still residing in Wilmington. 

WILMINGTON, Del, March 6.—Mrs. Hethoring- 
ton, née Bessie Hewes, is a daughter of Emien 
Hewes, & prominent lumber merchant of this 
city. She is about twenty years old and a beau- 
tiful woman. She is ablonde. In Wilmington 
she was very popular and a belle. 

Lieut. Hetherington is a native of Iowa 
and about forty years old. The couple were 
married in Trinity Episcopal Church, Adams 
Street and Delaware Avenue, Dec..10, 1889, by 
the Rey. H. Ashton Henry. Their wedding was 
a brilliant affair and largely attended. Lieut. 
John Henry Thomas of Washington was 
best man, and Misses Minnie Carpenter and 
Ellen Hewes were maids of honor. he ushers 
were Thomas D. Finletter, then Assistant 
United States District Attorney of Philadelphia; 
Leonard Finletter, and Danie! Donaldson, also 
of that city; Daniel Leiper, Henry Craven, and 
George Leroy Conway of the United States 
Navy, and George R. Hoffecker of this city. 
After the eeremony there was a big reception at 
the residence of the bride’s parents, 907 Dela- 
ware Avenue, at which music was furnished by 
Hassler’s Orchestra of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Hetherington at that time was an ensign 
on the man-of-war Michigan. Mrs. Hethering- 
ton and her infant daughter visited this city 
last Summer. News of the tragedy created a 
sensation here. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—The dispatches in the 
morning papers sent out from San Francisco, 
containing the news of the killing of Mr. Robin- 


son by Lieut. Hetherington at Yokohama, were 
read with great interest in Washington in naval 
and civilian circles. Lieut. Hetherington, it 
was learned, hailed from lowa, was a graduate 
at the Naval Academy June 9, 1874, Was ap- 
pointed midshipman June 4, 1880, ensign, 
(junior grade,) March 3, 1883, enaign, June 
26, 1884, and Lieutenant, (junior grade,) Sept. 
20, 1890. The date of assignment to his present 
duty was May 5, 1891, on the United States 
steamship Marion, Asiatic station. 

Yokohama is usually the headquarters of the 
squadron. The oflicers have their wives join 
them there, and live in the city, which is only 
about eighteen miles from Tokio, the seat of 
the Imperial Japanese Government, Yokohama 
has @ population of 89,545, and a largo foreign 
colony live there, including some 300 or 400 
Americans and about the same number of Eng- 
lish people. An officer in the navy, formerly 
stationed at Yokohama, and who personally 
knew Mr. Robinson, said: 

“When I knew him in 1883 he was a clerk in 
Yokohama, and was well acquainted with all 
the naval officers of the squadron, and was the 
special and intimate friend of the Flag Lieuten- 
ant of the squadron. For this reason he was 
made the guest of the wardroom officers on a 
trip made by the flagship from Yokohama to 
Kobe, of three days’ duration. During the whole 
time he made himself very agreeable, and was a 
very pleasant gentleman. He was dark-com- 
plexioned, with a dark mustache, a fine-look- 
ing, slenderly-built young fellow, from twenty- 
five to thirty years of age. He was always very 
attentive to the ladies.’’ 


DUBUQUE, Iowa, March 6.—The telegram from 
San Francisco announcing the killing of a prom- 
inent citizen of Yokohama by Lieut. J. H. Heth- 


crington of the United States war ship Marion 
of the Asiatic squadron, created a sensation 
here. Lieut. Hetherington is a native of Du- 
buque. Last Summer his wife visited the Lieu- 
tenaut’s relatives here, and was thought to be 
very charming in manner and person. After 
leaving here she joined her husband, and has 
been with him ever since. Nothing is known 
here of the tragedy beyond the press dispatches. 





TO IMPORT ANGORA GOATS. 


A PLAN TO DOMESTICATE THEM IN THIS 
COUNTRY. 


WASHINGTON, March. 6.—An effort is being 
made to introduce a new industry into this 
country and domesticate, in favored parts 
of the United States, the pure breed of 
the Angora goat, the hair of which 
makes the finest mohair used in ladies’ 
dress fabrics. The Turkish Government guards 
sedulously its monopoly of the industry of rais- 


ing fine mohair. By an edict of the Sultan, the 
exportarion of the wool-bearing Angora goat 
from Turkish dominions to any other part of 
the globe is forbidden. 

Atthe request of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, which is interesting itself in the matter, 
and of the Angora Goat Breeders’ Association 
of the United States, Representative Hermann 
(Rep., Oregon,) has introduced a bill directing 
our Minister to Turkey to enter into negotia- 
tions for the purchase from Asia Minor of be- 
tween 100 and 200 of the pure blood Angora 
goats. Southern California, Arizona, and other 
parts of the United States, it is said, are well 
adapted to the wants of theae animals, and It is 
payee to domesticate them in California

SPAIN WILL ECONOMIZE. 
THE MEANS WHICH PREMIER CASTILLO 
WILL ADOPT. 


MADRID, March 6.—In an interview, as he was 
about leaving a protracted Cabinet council to- 
day, Premier Canovas del Castillo said that the 
Government had determined upon a policy of 
retrenchment. 

1t was proposed to reduce by 17 per cent. 
the Presidency of the Council expenditures, by 
10 per cent. those of the Interior Department, 
and by 15 per cent. those of the Department of 
Finance. The Government intended to prohibit 
vigorously the manufacture of artificial wines. 

They planned, if possible, to reduce expenses 
by 55,000,000 pesetas, ($11,000,000,) the sum 
figured in the last budget for retiring pensions. 
The Premier also declared that he was deter- 
mined te bring forward effective measures to 
balance the budget, and that he would resign if 
the Cortes rejected his proposals to that end.

CORNING, Iowa, March 6.—The application 
made by the Free Methodists to Gov. Boies for 
protection by the State militia is the outcome 
ofan antagonistic feeling that the citizens of 
Southwestern Iowa have for months enter- 
tained against those religious enthusiasts. The 
latter have had headquarters at Shenandoah, 
Red Oak, and other points, and at all of these 
places have had trouble with the local authori- 
ties. 

Since last Summer they have been holding 
protracted meetings at Corning. At first they 
occupied a largo tent, which was burned, prob- 
ably by an incendiary, one night last Septem- 
ber, after which they leased Calkins’s Rink, and 
continued their work there. Their announced 
faith or creed has not been criticised so much as 
their manners, methods, and pulpit utterances. 
They are accustomed, in the enthusiasm of their 


meetings, to stamp, shout, yell, and run about 
the full length and breadth of the rink, and 
some of the young girls and young men who have 
been converted have. frantically thrown them- 
selves at full length upon the floor, and at times 
have lain there kicking and rolling hysterically 
about for hours. 

A prominent furniture dealer named Robert 
Hollister has for years provided the comforts of 
a good home for his wife’s infirm parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Whitehead, aged seventy-two and 
eighty-tive, respectively. These good old people 
have become interested in the meetings, and the 
members of the board have been regular vis- 
itors at Mr. Hollister’s home to hold speciai 
meetings in their behalf. This became 
so annoying to Mr. and Mrs. Hollister 
that they requested the visits to cease. 
The Free Methodists then prevailed upon 
the old couple to go with them and occupy 
quarters which they would fit up, promising to 
provide for them. Wednesday night, after these 
events, Mr. Hoxie thanked God that this was 
not “the kind of religion which allowed a man 
to turn his old father and mother out of doors.” 
At the close of the meetivg Bert Hollister, a son 
of Robert and a grandson of the old couple, ap- 
proached Capt. Hoxie and called him a liar 
and a few other similar names. The special po- 
lice threatened him with arrest, but he was well 
backed up by young companions. 

The next night the manager of the rink build- 
ing leased the main tloor of the edifice fora 
prize tight and boxing exhibition. Large crowds 
gathered, and during the evening the windows 
ot the rink occupied by the revivalists were 
kicked in, the electrio lights were shut off at the 
works, and the Penticostal band was attacked 
with mud, stones, and sticks. At tbe concinsion 
the gang foliowed the workers to their sleeping 
quarters and pelted them with eggs and 
other missiles. The band did not eom- 
plain to the city authorities, but at 
once telegraphed the Governor for troops. 
The Governor’s private secretary communi- 
cated with the Sheriff, who telegraphed 
him that thero was no oause for alarm or for 
calling out the militia. The United States Mar- 
shal is now here to investigate the situation. 
Public sentiment is strongly opposed to the con- 
tinuance of these mectings. Capt. Hoxie al- 
leges that Thursday’s mob was the same as that 
which lynched the murderer McKenzie here a 
few years ago. 


FAYETTE WkLLCH KILLED. 





‘FATAL AFFRAY IN A BOSTON THEAT- 


RICAL BOARDING HOUSE. 


Boston, March 6.—About 2 o’olock this morn- 
ing Fayette Welch, a variety actor, was shot 
and killed by William F. Flannery, a variety 
performer, professionally known as William J. 
Gould. The shooting occurred at a theatrical 
boarding house, 10 Dix Place, where Welch oo- 
oupied a front room on the second floor. Flan- 
nery and his wife occupied rooms nearly oppo- 
site, on the same floor. 

It is said that soon after Flannery and his 
wife returned home from the theatre last night 
they and Welch had a discussion over some 
personal matters, during which Welch oalled 
Mrs. Flannery some hard names. Flannery 
went to Welch’s apartments and, failing to get 
a retraction from that individual, fired the 


fatal bullet justas Welch was approaching him 
in a threatening manner with hands uplifted. 
Welch fell without a moan or sign of life. 
Flannery at once retired to his room and sat 
down quietly. The police were on the scene 
within five minutes aud placed Flannery under 
arrest. 

He acknowledged the deed, but said it was 
unintentional.

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WIFE MURDER. 


PROBABLE 


FOLLOWED BY AN UNSUCCESSFUL AT- 
TEMPT AT SUICIDE, 


LOWELL, Mass., March 6.—About 4 o'clock 
this afternoon the room of Edgar G. Drew and 
wife, in Howe’s lodeing house, 24 Elliott 
Street, was broken into after repeated attempts 
to talk with Drew. Mrs. Drew was found dead 
in bed, having been shot through the forehead, 
while her husband lay beside her with a bullet 
hole In his head. 

Drew was conscious, but professed lack of 
knowledge as to how his wife was shot. He 


told conflicting stories. A 32-calibre, five-shot, 
revolver was found in the bed, four chambers of 
which were empty. Drew claimed that there 
had been no trouble between himself and his 
wife. Neither of them had been seen before 
since Friday night. Dr. Irish said that the wo- 
minan had been dead several hours. 

It bas been learned that two years ago, when 
she was fifteen years old, Mra. Drew, whose 
maiden name was Clara SBergerona, ran 
away and married Drew in Suncook, N. H. 
Her mother became crazy over the mar- 
riage, and is now at the Wilton (N. H.) 
Town Farm. Drew is about twenty-five 
years old, is reported to have heen jealous of his 
wife, and to have before threatened her with a 
razor. He had until recently worked at Allen’s 
box shop. He was taken to the City Farm Hos- 
pital. The doctors say he cannot live.

It wasa 
big double house belonging to the George Hart 
estate, and was nee 100 yearsold. It was 
inhabited by the families of William and Dan- 
iel W. Tucker, both carpenters, who lost the 
most of their effects. 

The fire was caused by Mrs. Daniel Tucker 
stumbling over a chair in the garret. The 
Mehted lamp in her hand was exploded by the 
fall, setting the attic on fire. The woman had 
a narrow escape. The total loss is about $5,000; 
partly covered by ipsurance. The firemen, 
owing to a scarcity of hose, were unable to get 
to work in time to save the building.

FOUR DEPUTY SHERIFFS 
BUSHED AND SHOT.

ONE OF THEM LIKELY TO DIE OF HIS 
WOUNDS—AN ATTACK THAT HAD 
BEEN DELIBERATELY PLANNED BY 
TURBULENT NEGROES. 


Mempuis, Tenn., March 6.—Twenty negroes 
have been placed under arrest by the authori- 
ties in connection with last night’s trouble at 
the Curve, three miles from here. Those 
arrested include Calvin McDowell, manager of 
the co-operative store where the shooting took 
place, and Tom Moss, a letter carrier, who are 
believed to have been the ringleaders iu the 
affair. 

Josh Shields, who shot Deputies Harrold and 
Yerger, is still at large. 

The trouble resulted from the existence of a 
nest of turbulent and unruly negroes living at 
or near the neighborhood of the ‘Curve,” 
where Mississippi Avenue verges into the Her- 
nando road. For years this locality has been 
notorious for the character of the negroes resid- 
ing there, and of late they have been more tur- 
bulent than ever before. Ashorttime ago a negro 
youth named Armour Harris assaulted the child of 
Cornelius Hurst, an express messenger. Hurst 
caught Armour and thrashed him. Other 
negroes interfered and Hurst clubbed one of 
them. Last Wednesday night the negroes as- 
sembled at the Curve and were very riotous. W. 
R. Barrett, whoruns a grocery, tried to quict 
them and was set upon and clubbed and shot at, 
several bullets passing through his clothes. 

The assault occurred in the “ People’s Groco- 
ery,” an establishment owned by astock com- 
pany of negroes and run by Calvin McDowell. 
McDowell was arrested Thursday, and gave 
bond for his appearance at the criminal court. 
Since then the negroes have been hold 
ing secret meetings and evidently pre- 
paring for trouble. Yesterday they boast- 
ed to the white residents that no 
Deputy Sheriff dare attempt to arrest them. 
The white people were uneasy and their fami- 
lies left their homes and moved totown. Judge 
Dubois was appealed to and issued a bench 
warrant for Armour Harris and Will Stu- 
art, and instructed the officers of the court 
to get assistance and arrest the negroes, 
and also to suppress any riotous assembly 
around the Curve. The three officers called on 
nine other men, most of them Deputy Sheriffs, 
and proceeded at 10 o’clock last night to the 
scene of the recent disturbance. 

Everything seemed auiet at the Curve, but 
when the posse entered Barret’s store, he told 
the members to be careful when they entered 
the People’s Grocery, as they might be am- 
bushed. Tho officers thought Barret was un- 
necessarily alarmed, but they took the precau- 
tion to divide, aud one party went to the back 
door of the negro grocery. 

Perkins, Harrold, Cole, 
posse went to the frontdoor. Calvin McDowell 
was pacing up and down the floor. Several 
other negroes were standing behind the count- 
er. Perkins asked McDowellif Will Stuart was 
there. c 

“He is in the back room,” replied McDowell. 

Perkins entered the back room, leaving Cole, 
Harrold, and Yerger standing in the front 
door. As Perkins walked into the back room, 
he was greeted by a volley of shots, 
the other deputies at the same time 
entering the back door. These men _ sup- 
posed that the fighting had begun in tront, and 
Charged upon a group of negroes, who were 
partly concealed by a soreen. The negroes 
wore armed with shotguns, but the oflicers 
closed in on them and used their pistols as 
clubs, having no idea that their comrades had 
been shot down. 

[In a minute the negroes in the back room had 
dropped their guns and fied. Nosooner had the 
negroes who were behind the counter in the 
front room heard the posse entor from behind 
than they lifted shotguns that they had con- 
cealed behind the counter, and fired on 
the deputies in front. Each of the 
three ofticers was struck in the face or head. 
Cole was desperately wounded. One of hiseyes 
was shot out, but he strove gamely while calling 
for help to draw his pistol and return the fire. 
The weapon, however, caught in his pocket, and 
he ran into the street, where he fell. 

The other officers were slightly wounded, al- 
though Harrold bas a dangerous bole in his 
head. The police station at once sent a squad 
to the soene, where a few arrests were made. 
The others of the arrests were made to-day 
without trouble. Cole is still alive, but his con- 
dition is critical lt is thought the others will 
recover.

MONEY FOR THE WORLDS FAIR. 
—_-_~.-—_—- 

A BILL WHICH APPROPRIATES $5,000,- 
000 MORE. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—The Dill providing 
for additional appropriations for the World's 
Fair will be introduced in the House to-morrow 
by Representative Durburow, (Dem., IIL,) the 
Chairman of the COmmittes on the World’s Co- 
lumbian Commission. It has been decided to 
incorporate in the bill, in addition to the 
amounts desired for completing the work on 
the buildings and grounds at Chicago and for the 
expenses of the National Commission, a clause 
making an appropriation of $500,000, the 
amount required for the fiscal year 1893, for the 
purpose of collecting and preparing the Govern- 
ment exhibit for the fair. 

Section 1 of the bill appropriates $5,000,000 
for the purpose of defraying the expenses and 
cost of completing in a suitable manner the 
work of preparation for inaugurating and hold- 
ing the fair at Chicago. Section 2 authorizes 
the President of the United States to detail a 
disbursing officer of the United States to dis- 
buree the money appropriated in the bill 

Seotion 3 requires monthly reports to be made 
to the Secretary of the Treasury showing the 


amount of money expended during the preced- 
ing month, Out of the net amount received 
into the exposition treasury as the result of the 
exposition, there is to be paid to the Secretary 
ot the Treasury of the United States such pro- 
portion of the amount as the amount appropri- 
ated by this act bears to the amount subscribed 
and paid by the stockholders and the City of 
Chicago. 

In order to provide for the expenditures 
incident and necessary tothe discharge of the 
duties imposed upon the World's Columbian 
Commission, under the act, Section 4 appropri- 
ates $1,050,000. Of this amount $700,000 is 
for the Committee on Awards; $200,000 for the 
World's Coluinbian Commission ; $25,000 for the 
payment of the deticiency in the expenses in the 
World’s Columbian Commission. for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1892, and $125,000 for the 
expénses of the Board of Lady Managers for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1893.

MR. SPRINGER MUCH WORSE. 


4 RECURRENCE OF THE VIRULENT FORM 
OF ERYSIPELAS, 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—The condition of Con- 
gressman Springer is worse to-day. Thereisa 
recurrence of the virulent form of erysipelas, 
which had once almost disappeared, and to- 
night the left side of his face is badly swollen 
and the eye nearly closed. Periods of mild 
delirium are also more frequent, and thére is to- 
day aslight tendency to stupor—a new phase 
in his condition, but one which his physiolans 
declare not to be particularly alarming. 

The attending physicians held a consultation 
late to-night, and at ite conolusion Dr. John A, 
Vincent, of Springfield, IIL, Mr. Springer’s fam- 
ily physician, made the following statement to 
the Associated Press: 

“Thereisno occasion for immediate alarm. 
Mr. Springer is worse to-day, but that does not 
necessarily mean that a fatal result must 
ensue, This change is nothing more than 
might be expected in. a run of this 
disease. I fully appreciated that when I 
said yesterday, that while his condition was 
improved then, he was not out of danger. 
Throughout the day yesterday his symptoms 
were favorable, but a change for the worse took 
place in the afternoon and continued during the 
night. While he slept considerably last night, 
yet it was a broken and restless sleep. There is 
to-day an increased development of erysipelas 
on his face, attended by delirium and coma. 

“Tho aggravation of the erysipelas, while of 
course a matter of gravity, is not necessaril 
alarming. It only showa that there is not sufti- 
cient vitality to resist the ravages of the dis- 
ease. It shows low vitality and a lack of phys- 
ical vigor. The erysipelas began on his left 
cheek, and has extended over and covers the 
entire face except the forehead. The nose is 
very much swollen, with development of veai- 
cles. Both eyes areinvolved and nearly closed, 
The delirium, of course, is induced by the dis- 
turbed condition of the nerve centres. The 
comaor stupor frequently makes its appear- 
ance after he has been talking in an aimless way 
about the business of the House or the tariff 
bills. After he drops off into this state of coma 
or stupor, however, it is quite easy to arouse 
him again, when he will talk quite intelligently 
perhaps for a while. But after the conversa- 
tion ceases he will lapse into that condition 
again. 

“He is a very sick man, there is no doubt of 
that, but is not in immediate danger in my 
opinion. Even should the disease terminate 
fatally, he would probably pass into a comatose 
state and remain in that condition for hours, 
and possibly a day or two, before death ensued. 
Drs. Custis and Verdi are still with me inthe 
case, Custis, in fact, having charge of it, as he 
was the first physician called. Wehave consul- 
tations twice a day, and are in perfect acoord 
as to the treatment that is being pursued.”

CHARGED WITH INCENDIARISM.

A DRUNKEN HUSBAND ACCUSED OF A 
SERIOUS CRIME. 


Troy, N. Y., March 6.—Nicholas Connell, a 
young married man, was arrested this after- 
noon on acharge of arson. He separated from 
his wife about nine months ago, and for some 
time she has made her home in the family of 
John Corrigan, at 508 Second Street. Itisa 
double two-story frame structure occupied by 
four families, with an aggregate membership of 
sixteen persons. It has but one stairway, and 
that leads to the front of the house. 

The occupants last night were John Corrigan, 
his wife and two children, and Mrs. Connell, 
Mrs. Kinney, 41 widow; James Lowrie, his wife, 
and one child, and Timothy Collopy, his wife 
and five children. About midnight Connell 
went to the house with a friend named Thomas 
Maloney. He was drunk. He made his way 
into the Corrigan apartments, and demanded 
his wife., Mra. Corrigan ordered him away. As 
he hesitated she grabbed a poker, and jecaies 
from the appearance of Connell’s head she use 
it with good effect. He ran out of the house, 
and Mra. Connell says she heard her husband in 
the yarda little later. He was cursing, anda 
swore he would burn the house and kill all of 
the inmates. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock this morning Corrigan 
was awakened by smoke. Jumping outof bed, 
he found the stairway in a blaze and detected a 
strong odor of kerosene. He called to the other 
tenants, but the Lowries and Collopys, who 
lived up stairs, found their means of escape cut 
off The stairs were burning fiercely. ean- 
while an alarm had been sounded, and many 
persons gathered. The Collopy and Lowrie 
children were dropped from the windows into 
the arins of spectators, and the flames soon 
being controlled the adults reached the street 
by the burned stairway. 

Connell was found in a saloon less than a 
block away. He said to Tun TrMeEs’s corre- 
spondent this afternoon that he did notstart the 
fire, and that when he learned that he was seus- 
pected he gave himself up. The circumstantial 
evidence against him, however, is very strong. 
Malice alone could have prompted the in- 
cendiarism. There is little insurance on the 
property, and there is nothing about the prem- 
ises worth stealing. Maloney and Connell tell 
ditferentstories. The former was also arrested, 
but was soon released. Connell will have an 
examination in the morning.

DEATH OF A NOTED JURIST

EDWARDS PIERREPONT’S CAREEAR 
BROUGHT 10 A CLOSE, 


CEREBRAL HEMORRHAGE THE IMME* 
DIATE CAUSE OF DEATH-—HIS LIFE 
AN ACTIVE ONE, FULL OF VALUA- 
BLE SERVICE TO THE NATION. 


Edwards Pierrepont, ex-Attorney General, 
ex-Minister to England, and ex-Judge of 
the Superior Court, died last evening at 
his residence, 103 Fifth Avenue, aged 
seventy-nino years. He had been an in« 
valid for about two years anda half, suffering 
from a nervous affection which deprived him 
of the use of his limbs. Last Wednesday 
he had a cerebral hemorrhage, which affected 
his right side and took away the power of 
speech. He soon after lost consciousness and 
sank steadily until his death. He was attended 
by Dr. John 8. Bassett of 11 West Thirty-first 
Street. , 

Mr. Pierrepont had lived in the house in 
which he died, and which he built, for forty 
years. He had a country place at Garrison’s, 
near West Point, and had been able, despite ' 
his nervous affection, to go back and 
forth between Garrison's and thiscity. He was 
able also until his fatal attack last week to at- 
tend to a large share of his law business and his 
private affairs, 

Mr. Pierrepont married, while quite young, 
Eunice, daughter of John Munson, who died 
s00n after. His second wife was Miss Mar- 
garetta Willoughby, daughter of Samuel Will- 
oughby of Brooklyn. Shesurviveshim. By her 
he had two children. His son Edwin died in 1885 
in Rome, where he was serving as Chargé 4d’ Af-; 
faires, Mr. William Astor, the Minister, having 


retired. Mr. Pierrepont’s other child is living 
the wife of Leonard F. Beckwith of 48 West 
Seventy-second Street. 

The funeral services will be held on Wednesday 
at 10 o’clock in Calvary Church, of which Mr. 
Pierrepont was for many years a member. The 
Rev. Dr. Satterlee, rector of the church, and the 
Rev. Dr. Dix of Trinity Church will officiate, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Mr. Nevins, formerly of 
Rome, and the Rev. Mr. Thompson of Garri- 
sons. Thej burial will be at Garrisons. There 
will be ton pall bearers, including Judge Pat- 
terson and Judge Brown and soveral promi- 
nent business men. 

Edwards Pierrepont was born in North Haven, 
Conn., March 4, 1813. He was prepared for 
college by the late Noah Porter, the distin- 
guished President of Yale University, and waa 
araduated from Yale in 1837. In 1840 
he completed his legal studies at the 
New Haven Law School and accepted the invi. 
tation of his intimate friend, the Hon. P. C, Wil« 
cox of Columbus, Ohio, to join himin the prac- 
tice of his profession in Columbus. He remained 
in Columbus until 1846, when he’ removed to 
New-York City. 

His great talents as a jurist were soon recog: 
nized, and in 1857 he was elected a Judge of the 
Superior Court of the City of New-York. He 
resigned this office in 1860 and returned to the 
practice of his profession. A speech that he 
made a year and a half before the fall of Fort 
Sumter, in which he predicted the civil war, at- 
tracted much attention. 

In 1862 President Lincoln appointed Judge 
Pierrepont, in conjunction with Gen. John A. 
Dix, to try the prisoners of State then confined 
in the various prisons and forts of the United 
States. In 1864 he was one of the 
most active in organizing the “War Dem- 
ocrats”’ in favor of the re-election of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. In April, 1867, he was elected 
@® member of the convention for forming 
@ new Constitution forthe State of New-Yerk 
and one of its Judiciary Committee. He was 
employed in the Spring of 1867 by Attorner 
General Henry Stanbury and Secretary of 
State William H. Seward to conduct the 
prosecution on the part of the Govern- 
ment against John Surratt, indicted 
for aiding in the murder of President Lincoln, 
In the Presidential contests of 1868 and 1872 
Judge Pierrepont was an ardent sup- 
porter of Gen. Grant, by whom he was 
appointed in 1869 United States At- 
torney for the Southern District of 
New-York, which office he resigned in July, 
1870. Inthe Autumn of that year he was one 
of the most active members of the Committee of 
Seventy in ——- to the Tweed ring. 

In May, 1873, Judge Pierrepont was appoint- 
ed United States Minister to Russia, but 
declined, and in April, 1875, he was 
appointed Attorney General of the United 
States, remaining in the Cabinet of Presi- 
dent Grant until May, 1876, when he 
was sent as United States Minister to Great 
Britain. While Attorney General he argued all 
the more important osuses on the partof the 
Governmont, among which were the 
noted Union Pacifio Railway case and 
the celebrated Arkansas ot Springs 
case. While serving as Attorney General 
he was called upon by Secretary of State Ham- 
ilton Fish to give an opinion upon a matter of 
international law, in which were discussed the 
questions of natural and acquired nationality. 
This opinion gave him a wide reputation in 
Europe. 

During the second year of Judge Pierrepont’s 
mission to England, Gen. Grant visited London 
and was Mr. Pierrepont’s guest. Apprised of 
the intended visit, Mr. Pierrepont urged upon 
the Queen’s Ministers the propriety of accord- 
ing the same precedence to Gen. Grant as had 
been given to the ex-ruler of France. This was 
done, and the example of England was largely 
followed by other Governments. 

On his return from England, in 1878, Mr. 
Pierrepont was the counsel for the defense in 
the noted case of the United States against 
Pings & Pinner, in which the Government 
claimed more than half a million dollars. 
Later, Judge Pierrepont devoted a large 
share of his attention to the financial 
systom of the country, and wrote several 
— on the subject. He received the. 

onorary degree of LL. D. from Columbian 
College, Washington, in 1871, and in 1873 the 
same degree was conferred by Yale. While he 
was in England, Oxford conferred upon him the 
degrees of D. C. L. 

Judge Pierrepont was a lineal descendant of 
the Rev. James Pierrepont, one of the founders 
of Yale College.

IS NOT DESIRABLE. 


_ HOW IT WORKS INJUSTICE TO PETTY 
OFFICERS AND ENLISTED MEN—WHY 
THE SYSTEM IS CONTINUED AND 
WHERE THE BLAME RESTS.

Yo the Editor of the New-York Times: 

It has been demonstrated by examples of 
naval routine that the employment of marines 
on board ships of war has the inevitable effect 
to destroy the influence of petty officers, to de 
prive them of rank and authority, to lower the 
standard of the enlisted personnel, and to re- 
duce the number of useful working men on 
board a man-of-war. 

That the employment of marines afloat is a 
reflection upon the intelligence and faithfulness 
of biuejackets and petty officers is demonstrated 
by the public utterances of marine officers. 
One officer declares that “sailors are and al- 
Ways will be lax in military discipline ”; that 
the chief petty officers have often been “ lead- 
ersin mutinous conduct”; that, but for the 
presence of the marine guard, “there ia no 
knowing what would have become of the ship” 
upon several occasions. Another marine officer 
states that bluejackets are “picked out for 
their animal perfection,” and that their “ evil 
passions,” “natural impulses,” and “ unlawful 
desires” are apt to “ precipitate violence,” and 
for this reason the Captain must have a “force 
ready to uphold the majesty of the law.”’+ 

The marines constitute this “force.” They 
are never “mutinous” nor “lax”! Just why 
the marine differs from the sailor in this respect 
is not stated—whether they are “ picked out” 
litferently, or whether the difference is duo to 
something else. 

Statements like these made publicly consti- 
tute the strongest arguments that have been 
advanced for the retention of marines on 
board ship. These charges against the charac- 
ter and trustworthiness of the bluejackets are 
depended upon to justify the employment of 
marines asa “‘force to back the law.” Con- 


gressmen are regaled with these arguments— 
the sailors are held up as an unreliable, mu- 
tinous, drunken class of men, whose “evil 

assions,” “unlawful desires,” and ‘natural 
mpulses” are apt to *‘ precipitate violence,” 
and it is to “remedy ” these terrible things that 
marines must be kept afloat. 

It is remarkable that charges s0 openly made 
against the integrity and intelligence of blue- 
acketes should not be resented by naval officers. 

ut it isa phenomenal fact that some oflicers 
do not consider that these charges constitute 
any reflection whatever upon the bluejacket. It 
would be interesting to know what they would 
consider a “ refiection” if these charges are not 
such. And it is very strange that naval officers 
do not see that these charges against the blue- 
jacket are direct reflections upon them as officers 
end disciplinarians. It is plain that the blue- 
— is just what the officer has made him. If 

eis such a terrible being as marine officers 
make bim appear, it is the direct result of the 
system of training, for which naval officers are 
responsible. The latter, and not the bluejacket, 
are to blame. The officers have simply falied to 
train the men to perform their duties properly. 
Che sailor is “lax in everything pertaining to 
military discipline” because naval officers have 
never required him to be otherwise. Aud ma- 
fines are not “ lax,’’ because they are required 
to be strict. It is purely a question of training. 

Furthermore, the marine oflicer declares that 
the sailor “always will” be lax. This is a very 
strong statement for a marine officer to make. 
It sotonly predicts the continued military laxi- 
ty of the bluejacket, but the continued neglect 
or inability of naval officers to train their men 
properly. And yet this remarkable statement 
will prove to be perfectly true if marines are 
not withdrawn from shipsof war. It is their 
presence on board ship that has deprived the 
petty officers of the authority due their rank 
and engendered the habit among naval oflicers 
of neglecting the military development of the 
sailor. This system has made the sailor “lax” 
in the past, and, if continued, it will make him 
** lax’ in the future; it is simply a case of cause 
and effeot. 

Ig is to the interest of marines that the sailor 
should be “lax”; if he were not “ lax” there 
would clearly be no necessity for marines afloat. 
Itisto the interest of marines that petty offi- 
cers should be deprived of responsibility and 
authority and that they should be “ leaders in 
mutinous conduct.” It is to the interest of 
marines that the standard of enlisted men 
should be kept as low as possible—the lower it 
is the greater the necessity for marines. If the 
standard were high there would be no necessity 
zor the latter. Thus it is that the interests of 
the marine will be best conserved by securing 
the permanent military inefficiency of the 
vluejacket and the continued degradation 

of the petty officer, But it is submitted, 
with all due humility, that the interests 
of the marines are not those of the naval serv- 
lce. lt is respectfully asserted that the military 
levelopment and improvement of the a 
are of greater importance than the retention of 
marines afloat. ltis ventured that to keep the 
standard of the bluejacket low in order to 
justify the employment of marines afloat isa 
»00r policy for naval! officera to advocate. Any- 

hing that checks the improvement of the enliat- 
pd men in the navy and caneeres Peete officers 
of responsibility is essentially badin ita effect 
ee navai efliciency. Such is the effect of em- 
ploying marines on board ship. To insure the 

roper training and encouragement of blue- 
ackets the marines must be withdrawn from 
service afloat. 

There are two main reasons why the extreme 
eonservative naval officers maintain an attitude 
of stolid indifference to the charges against the 
trustworthiness of bluejackets and decline or 
fail to see the necessity for the military de- 
velopment of enlisted men and petty otfiicers in 
the navy: 

Firset—Such officers are unwilling to assume 
the duty of training their men in a military 
manner. They have so long regarded it as 
foreign to the duty of a naval officer that there 
has resulted a spirit of “military indolenée” 
or indifference in the navy. Many oilicers 
prefer to delegate the duty of maintaining dis- 
cipline to the marines and marine oflicers. 
They regard as irksome the task of training the 
bluejackets and petty oflicersa to do the little 
guard and sentry duty required in the routine 
of a man-of-war. Rather than make the few 
changes in vessel training that would raise the 
petty officer to the dignity of a non-commis- 
sioned officer, and that would improve the bine- 
jacket by giving him positions of trust and 
responsibilty, these officers prefer to continue 
the present unmilitary system. 

Kather than undertake to mold their men to 
suit the needs of the navy, they prefer to tacit- 
ly acknowledge their military incompetency. 
they have always regarded the petty officers 
and bluejackets as irresponsible, untrustworthy 
beings. They do not think that it would be 

ossible or desirable to make them otberwise. 

n short, conservative naval ollicers look upon 
bluejackete as unruly children who need a nurse 
to look out for and watch them constantly. 
These children annoy the officer. They make 
him nervous. He wants to be relieved of the 
care and responsibility of bringing them up. It 
is too much trouble, and so he insists upon hay- 
ing a nurse, This is the true condition of 
things. The marine guard ou board ship isa 
company of military nurses, the marine offi- 
cer being head nurse, whose duty it is 
to watch the naughty bluejackets and 
petty officers, and relieve the line officers of 
the navy from the disagreeable duty of bring- 
ing the children up. And so Lieutenants, 
Lieutenant Commanders, Commanders, and 
Captains, who “rank” with Captains, Majors, 
Lieutenant Colonels, and Colonels, respectively, 
pimit that they cannot teach and train the blue- 
jacket to behave himself and do whatever duty 
the naval service requires. They have all been 
peecnneet from a school that is second only to 

fest Point as a military institution, and yet 
they cannot get along without a marine officer 
on board ship. The latter may not have been 
graduated from anymilitary institution whatever 
—the large majority of marine officers have not 
—and yet the conservative line officer admits 
his own inferiority to the marine officer in mili- 
tary mattere. He evidently has less military 
pride than is desirable. He is either timid or 
indolent in that direction. 

To sum up, the navy is still “taking the bot- 
tle,” in a military sense. Itis not yet weaned. 
[tis about time that it stood upon its own mili- 
sary legs, and began to walk. The petty oftl- 
pers and bluejackets will do so when their ofti- 
ters set them the example. The military wet 
nurse can be withdrawn from ships of war and 
replaced by useful men, when naval officers are 
prepared to train and discipline their men. 

Second—Some officers excuse theirown neglect 
and indifference in military matters and give 
as their reasons for advocating marines afloat 
that the bluejacket cannot possibly be taught 
todo guard and sentry duty. This absurd ar- 
gument is easily upset. The records will show 
that bluejackets and petty officers have done 
such duties as well as the marines when they 
have been required todoso. It was the expe- 
rience at Panama, and has been at other places, 
when bluejackets have been landed for service 
that “the bluejackets and marines did guard 
duty equally well.” 

And why not? It requires no technical train- 
ing and very little mental exertion to be a 
sentry. Obedience and attention are necessary— 
that is all. It is plain that naval officers who 
gay that the bluejacket cannot be a sentry 
simply prove that they, as officers, cannot 
teach their men to obey or be attentive,. The 
officer is condemned more than the binejacket 
by such arguments, 

And in military drills the same reasoning ap- 
plies. There is no lack of intelligence or ability 
onthe part of the bluejacket. If a battalion 
of bluejackets cannot perform every evolution 
laid down in the drill book, itisowing to only 
one fact—that the officers in command are not 
fawiliar with the tactics. Naval officers, as a 
rule, have neglected such things too much, and 
satisfied their own conscience by asserting that 
“Jacky” cannot be expected to drill well It

it where it belongs—upon the shoulders of 
naval officers whoaffeot indifterence or contempt 
for such matters and who admit their depend- 
ence upon military nurses. 

A modern ship carries no sails. Studding 
booms are no more. A man-of-war is a floating 
fort. The ag ay duty of the men is with 
guns, torpedoes, and explosives. Their training 
should be military in the highest degree. Tha 
petty officers of the navy have as great respon- 
sibility in battle as the non-commissioned oltfi- 
cersinthearmy. They may be called upon to 
take command of the guna when officers are dis- 
abled in action. Will they be prepared for such 
responsibilities if they are never trusted nor 
respected in time of peace ? 

It is safe to assert that a large majority of the 
line officers of the navy see very plainly that 
the navy must be a military organization. 
They are quite willing and anxious to assume 
the ye A of training the enlisted men to do all 
the duties required in the routine of a man-of- 
war. They see that working men are needed— 
that idlers must be reduced to a minimum. 
They see that the maintenance of a corps of 
military nurses afloat prevents the development 
of bluejacketa and petty officers, reduces the 
number of useful men, and does inealculable 
harm to the enlisted force asa body. Itvis tena 
to them why bluejackets are “lax” in militar 
matters, and why petty officers who “rank” 
with Sergeants and Corporais are deemed less 
trustworthy than a private in the Marine Corps. 
It is simply because naval officers have them- 
selves been “lax” in military matters, and 
have neglected to train their men anda develop 
their petty officers. FAIR PLAY.

A FAREWELL BANQUET IN PARIS ON 
MARCH 24. 


Paris, March 6.—The farewell banquet to Mr. 
Reid, the retiring United States Minister, has 
been fixed for March 24 and will be held in the 
salle de féte of the Hotel Continental The 
American banker, Mr. Harjes, will preside. 
The farewell address, engrossed on parchment, 
will be read by Consul General King. Among 
the guests outside of the American colony will 
be the members of President Carnot’s military 
household, Gen. Brugére probably representing 
President Carnot; Ministers Ribot, Roche, and 
Rouvier, Deputies Spuller, Meline, and Sigfried, 
Benator Barbey, and M. de Blowitz. 

Mr. and Mrs. Reid are busy attending recep- 
tions, musical entertainments. and dinners 
given in their honor. The American lady 
artists residing in Paris, whose association Mrs. 


Reid has generously aided with large contribu- 
tions, have presented Mra. Reid with a portfolio 
of original sketches, many of which are ,of high 
merit. 

It is reported that Mr. Reid’s successor here 
will be Col. John Hay, and that he will occupy 
the house Mr. Reid is vacating. 

Some of the leaders of the American colony 
here have recently been asked for an express- 
ion of their views on Mr. Reid's agi 
Pastor Thurber of the American Church, said: 
“Mr, Reid’s departure will be greatly felt by 
all Amerioan residents. Not confining himself 
to the diplomatic duties he has so ably per- 
formed, he has been socially most popular and 
has been liked by those who hold political 
views differing from his. As. I have never 
heard in French circles any adverse criticism of 
him, I feel sure that it can be said thag he has 
been fully appreciated by those among whom 
he has been placed by his oflicial position.” 

Gen. Meredith Read, ex-Minister to Greece, 
said: ** [ have known him personally for thirty- 
five years. No United States Minister ever here 
fultilled his duties more successfully. He came 
here three years ago with no diplomatic experi- 
ence. The success of his mission is sufficient 
proof of his capability and adaptability. He is 
universally liked by people of all shades of 
political opinion and of every nationality.” 

Mr. Harjes, the banker, said: * Since the time 
of Gen. Dix, in 1866, when I first came to Paris, 
no Americau Minister has been so popular as 
Mr. Reid. His treatment of all with whom he 
has come in contact has been uniformly kind, 
his manner never betraying brusqueness. The 
most partisan Democrats cannot but esteem 
him. The way his duties have been performed 
calls for approbation from everybody.” 

Banker William Seligman eaid: ‘Mr. Reid 
is a remarkably able man and worthy of any 
— to which he may aspire. I have noth- 

ng to expect from him, so my opinion cannot 
be considered biased. His knowledge of the 
French language and character has enabled him 
to prove himself the perfection of a foreign 
Minister.” 

Banker John Munroe said: “ Mr. Reid has 
been deservedly popular throughout his mis- 
sion. He has been kind to every one, and has 
suffered himself to fall into the hands of no 
clique. He has been very attentive to his da- 
ties, and possesses the high esteem of us all. 
His home has been thrown open most hospita- 
bly to all. His departure will be felt by the 
high as well as the low as a great loss.” 


ENGLISH MINERS HESITATE. 


POSSIBILITY THAT THE EXPECTED 
STRIKE MAY NOT TAKE PLACE. 


LonDoN, March 6.—The outlook in the coal 
trade and among consumers is somewhat bright- 
er to-day than it has been for several days past, 
and it appears now as though the Miners’ Fed- 
eration might recede somewhat from their stand 
not to accept a penny reduction in the wages 
paid to miners. ; 

It also appears probable that the gigantio 
strike which it was proposed to begin on 
March 12, or rather the two weeks’ cessation 
from work which was to begin on that day, in 
order to restrict the output and thus compel 
consumers to pay such an advanced price for 
coal as would warrant the mine owners in mak- 
ing no reduction in wages, will not take place. 
Large numbers of manufacturers have an- 
nounced their decision to close their works 
rather than to pay the increased prices for} coal, 
and the effect of this has been to bring about an 
abatement in the demand, which at one time 
caused almost a state of panio. 

The Durham miners have held a meeting at 
which a disposition was plainly shown to accept 
the masters’ offer of a 5 per cent. reduction in 
wages instead of the larger reduction the mas- 
ters first proposed. If the Durham miners de- 
cide finally to accept this 5 per cent. reduction, 
it is probable that the miners in several 
other counties will do likewise. In this event, 
instead of a strike of 460,000 men, there will 
be only a trifling number of miners who will 
refrain from work, and the result will be a 
rapid.decline in prices,

BICYCLE TOURNAMENT IN THE MADI- 
SON SQUARE GARDEN—SOME OF THE 
COMPETITORS AND PRIZES. 


The bicycle tournament and cycle exhibit which 
opens at the Madison Square Garden to-day, prom- 
ises to be of interest not only to cyclers but 

tothe general public. Among the events will 
be a six-day bicycle race, sprint races, and exhi- 
ditions of fancy riding by the best-known trick rid- 
ers. The six-day bicycle race will be run twelve 
hours a day, from 1 P. M.to 1A. M. The prize will 
be $2,500, and will be dividedas follows: $1,000 to 
the first man, $500 to the second, $350 to the third, 
$250 to the fourth, $1560 to the fifth, $125 to the 
sixth, and $100 te the seventh. The entries are: John 
8. Prince of Omaha, Lieut. Edward Reading of Fort 
Omaha, who hasa fifteen days’ leave of absence for 
the purpose of contesting in this race; Charles W. 


Ashinger, the forty-eight hour champion of_ the 
world; Frank Albert, Ralph E, Chadskey, Will- 
iam _ M. Boyst of Port Jervis, N. Y.; Joseph R. Rice 
of Wilkesbarre, Penn.; KE. R. Smith of Chicago, 
¥rauk Bower of Newark, N. J. Tom Battensby, the 
long-distance champion of England; William Lam} 
of England, J. D. Lumsden and Wallace Stage of 
Scotland, Albert Schock, the German long-distance 
ex-champion, and Oorre of France. Kice, Smith, 
Bower are new men and come from the amateur ranks. 
A special prize of $50 will be given to the competitor 
in this race who finishes first the greatest number 
of times at the end of the lay for the first five days. 
This willinsure an exciting finish each night. Kach 
competitor, in order to getany money, must cover at 
least 975 miles during the week. The world's record 
for seventy-two hours, twelve hours conseoutively 
each day, is now held by John 8, Prince of Omaha, 
Neb., in a match race in 1886 for $2,500 a side with 
Albert Schock, at Minneapolis, Minn. He covered 
1,042 miles. 

The sprint races will consist of a one-mile race 
with a prize of $250; $125 to the first man, $60 yo 
the second, $40 to the third, and #25 to the fourth; 
a three-mile race for a prize of $310; $140 to the 
tirst man, $80 to the second, $60 to the third, and $30 
to the fourth, and a tive-mile race for a prize of $375; 
$150 to the first man, $100 to the second, $75 to the 
third, and $50 to the fourth.

There is also 
quite a littie undercurrent of sentiment that the 
Beatrix will not be far away trom the Gloriana and 
her untried sister in the Summer races. The Bea- 
trix has fallen behind the Gloriana heretofore, but 
now she is owned by the Adams “boys,” who are 
great sailors and in the past have succeeded in get- 
ting the best epeed out of yachts that it has been 
their fortune to gail. In previous contesta when the 


Beatrix met the Gloriana she was not sailed under 
favorable conditions, and many believe there is a 
good dealin her that has not been brought out as

SILVER AND TARIFF IN THE HOUSE— 
SOME SENATE POSSIBILITIES. 


W ASHINGTON, March 6.—Silver and the tariff 
are to be the leading features in the programme 
of Congressional proceedings this week. 

The conteat over the free-silver question will 
begin in the House. to-morrow, when the anti- 
silver Democrats will oppose the adoption of 
the report of the Rules Committee making the 
Bland bill a special order for a specified period. 
The opponents of the free coinage on the Dem- 
ooratic side have vigorously but vainly urged 
the Republican minority to join with them in 
opposing consideration of the bill, and sueh 
pronounced anti-free-coinage Democrats as Mr, 
Andrews (Mass.) and Mr. Harter (Ghio) now 
concede that the especial order almost certainly 
will be adopted. The anti-free-coinage men 
say, however, that this is but the beginning of 


the fight inthe House, and that they will use 
every possible means to defeat the passage of 
the billitself. There has been some discussion 


of a proposition to amend the special order of | 


the Kules Committee by fixing a time at which 
@ vote shall be taken, but the proposition has 
been discouraged. 

Although filibustering against the silver 
order is not unlikely, it is believed that this can 
be quickly checked if attempted, and that the 
order will be adopted without the consumption 
ofmuch time. ‘the leaders of the House are 
euxious to secure speedy action on the appro- 
priation bills, and tohave allthese measures 
now pending in the House passed before a 
discussion of the tariff isentered upon. For 
this reason Monday will not be devoted exclu- 
sively to the silver order and to the usual grist 
of comparatively small measures considered on 
“suspension Mondays.” An opportunity, per- 
haps, may be aflorded to passon one or two 
bills under suspension of the rules, but itis the 
present purpose to devote the greater part of 
theday to the Pension Aperepraten bill and 
the Army Appropriation bill, in order to clear 
the decks for the tariff debate. 

Mr. MeMillin (Dem., Tenn.,) will open the 
tariff discussion on Tuesday if no deviation be 
made from the programme on account of the 
Army Appropriation bill, Other speakers will 
follow Mr. MeMillin in rapid succession, and 
the whole of the week will be occupied with tariff 
debates, except that Saturday afternoon, in ac- 
cordance with an order of the House, will be de- 
voted to eulogics on the late Kepresentative 
Gamble of South Dakota. 

In the Senate the Pure Food bill is the pend- 
ing order. There are signs thatthe measure is 
about to encounter a considerable degree of o 
position in addition to the attacks already made 
upon it, and this may take the shape of the in- 
terjection into regular course of business of 
long speeches and debates on other matters, in 
the expectation that some of the regular appro- 
prance bills will finally be brought forward to 

isplace the Pure Food bill. Mr. Call (Dem., 
Fla.,) has given notice of hisintentionto address 
the Senate to-morrow on the subject of railroad 
interference in Florida elections, and Mr. Dolph 
(Rep., Oregon,) wishes to deliver a speech Fri- 
day on the bill of Senator Stanford (Rep., Cal.,) 
to provide a sound circulating medium. 

In addition to these diversions from the regular 
order it may be that the long expected debate 
on the reciprocity resolutiens, which are now on 
the table, will begin some day this week. Op- 
portunity for the discussion of the financial 
methods of the Government is also at hand in 
connection with the bill providing for the 
issue of & small amount of bonds to defray the 
cost of road improvements in the District of 
Columbia, which bas already served as the 
pretext for several speeches on the general sub- 
ject of finances. It is unlikely that any of the 
general appropriation bills will come before the 
Senate for action this week, and actual progress 
in the legisiation will probably be confined to 
action on some measures of minor consequence 
during the morning hours. 





WALTERS ART COLLECTION, 


NEW PICTURES NOW ON INSPECTION AT 
THE GALLERY. 


BALTIMORE, March 6.—Public interest in the 
art collection of William T. Walters is greater 
than ever this year. Every Wednesday since 
the beginning of February has brought crowds 
to the galleries, and on one day the attendance 
was 1,200. During three months of every year 
Mr, Walters allows the Poor Association to sell 
tickets of admission at 50 cents each, and 
throws open his superb collection to the public. 
A worthy charity is constantly enriched, and an 


opportunity is given to the people to enjoy one 
of the finest private art galleries in America, 

The gallery has not heen rehung since last 
year, but Mr. Walters has added new treasures 
to the hundreds on his walls. The most impor- 
tant of these isa new Corot, “ The Fisherman’s 
Cottage,’ a wonderful achievementin deep and 
luminous effects. It rests just below Corot’s 
‘St. Sebastian,’’ which is well-known as one of 
the prizes of the collection. The most popular 
of the additions is “ The Truant,’”’ bv Knaus, 
which is considered by many to be even better 
than ‘‘ Mud Pies,” the larger work by the same 
artist. Itrepresents an aged teacher leading 
the naked truant from the swimming pool, where 
other boys are dancing and shouting at the dis- 
comfiture of their luckless companion. . 

There isa remarkably fine three-quarter fig- 
ure entitled ‘The Milkmaid,” by Greuze, whose 
heads are so famousin France. The fourth isa 
tigure of a lion, by Gericault, and is probably 
the only example of that artist’s work to be 
found in this country. 

Turner’s magnificent ‘Grand Canal in Ven- 
ice,” which was added last year, rests on an 
easel and attracts constant admiration. Many 
art judges think it the treasure of the gallery, 
and it is always surrounded. 

he old favorites, such as Moissonier’s 
** 1814,” Tadema’s “ Sappho,” Gérome’s “ Chris- 
tian Martyrs,”” and many examples of the fa- 
mous artista of this century, continue to delight 
lovers of art. Each year more people come to 
see the collection. Many come from Washing- 
ton, New-York, Philadelphia, and Boston. 

In April, Saturday will be added to the open 
days. There have also been new additions to 
the porcelains and curios, including notable 
vessels of jade, another of Pismar’s enamels, 
several masterpieces of Sévres, and other treas- 
ures. 

A local paper recently began anew the specu- 
lation as to what disposition Mr. Walters will 
make of his collection. He was interviewed, 
but gave no inkling of his plans. He has done 
more for artin Baltimore and in the South than 
any man, and his work is appreciated. It is his 
generous encouragement which has kept art 
alive in Baltimore.

GEN. CULLUM’S WILL, 





MANY PUBLIC BEQUESTS, INCLUDING 
ONE FOR A WEST POINT BUILDING. 


It is expected that the will of Gen. George 
W. Cullum will be filed for probate to-day. It 
disposes of property valued at more than 
$1,000,000, a considerable portion of which is 
given in bequests of a public character. 

Following an idea which he had for some 
years entertained, Gen. Cullum bequeathed 
$250,000 to the United States Government for 
the purpose of erecting a memoria] hall at the 
West Point Military Academy. As the head of 
the Association of Graduates of that institution, 
Gen. Cullum took a lively interest in preserving 
and collecting whatever was illustrative of the 


military history of the United States, and the 
hall which is provided for in his willis tobe a 
permanent home for such souvenirs. 

The details of the construction and furnishing 
are left to.a Board of Trustees, composed of Col, 
John M. Wilson, the Superintendent of the 
achool; Col. Michie, Professor of Mechanics; 
Col, Bass, Professor of Mathematios; Col. Mer- 
our, Professor of Engineering, and Col. Tillman, 
Professor of Chemistry and Mineralogy. The 
hall is to be built upon land now belonging to 
the Governmentif an act of Congress shall be 
passed devoting a portion of the West Point 
property to this purpose. It is provided, how- 
ever, that, if this be not done, land 
may be purchased, as near as possible 
to the Academy, for a site, Twenty thousand 
dollars is left to be used for this purpose, if 
necessary, and the same amount is bequeathed 
to the Association of Graduates to purchase 
statues for the hall. A few trophies which Gen. 
Cullum had in his possession are given as a 
foundation for the national collection. Among 
these is the sword presented to Gen. Halleck by 
the women of St. Louis when in command of 
the Department of the Missouri. The General 
left also about one-half of his library to the 
academy, dividing his books between this. in- 
enranien and the library of the post at Willetts 
Poin 

The executors of the will are Gen. J. B. Fry, 
who was onceon Gen. Halleck’s staff; Col. D. 
L. Gillespie of the United States Engineers, 
William G. Hamilton, the testator’s brother-in- 
law, and a Mr. Grannisof California. One of 
the executors said yesterday thatit was believed 
that the will had been drawn so that no compli- 
cations would arise outof the bequest to the 
Government, The will had been carefully ex- 
amined, this executor said, and it was thought 
that such points as arose asto the Tilden will, 
which Gen. Cullum’s somewhat resembles, 
would not prove troublesome. ' 

Gen. Cullum bequeathed something over 
$100,000 to the Geographical Library Associa- 
tion of New-York, of which he was for several 
years Vice President, and in which he was 
always deeply interested. This money is to be 
used in the construction of a tire-proof building 
for the books and other valmable workss which 
are now in the library’s building on Twenty- 
ninth Street. A sum of money is left to be used 
in striking proper medals to be presented to de- 


graphical exploration and research. 

To the Metropolitan Museum of Art is given 
the sum of $20,000, and this, it is specified, 
shall be used for the purohase of casts. 


A considerable sum is given to the New-York ; 


Cancer Hospital, in which Mrs. Cullum was 
deeply interested, and to which she bequeathed 
® substantial amount. His will provides thata 
sufticienat amount shall be given this hospital to 
brin ane amount from himself and wife up to 

200,000, 

Two thousand dollars is given to the Society 
forthe Improvement of the Condition of the 
Poor, and bequests are also made to St. 
Thomas’s Church, in this city, and to a hospital 
in San Francisco. ‘

A MURDERERS CONSOLATION. 


HE DRAWS IT FROM A PICTURE OF 
COMEDIAN CRANE. 


It has been left for William R. Mitchell of 
Utica, now serving outa life sentence in Au- 
burn for the killing of Hinkston, to originate 
the scheme of driving away care and dull 
thought by studying the picture of a comedian, 


and Mitchell himself is the authority for the 
statement that the remedy is an excellent one. 

In an interview with the condemned man just 
before he left the jail in Utioa for the State 
prison at Auburn, Mitchell, after stating that the 
monotony of jail lite had not wearied him much, 
and expressing his confidence that he would 
some day be pardoned for his crime, said, refer- 
ring to his life in the Utica jail: 

“T eat well, sleep well, have no fears or doubts 
about the future, and whenever I want to chase 
away an unwelcome thought all I have to do is 
to look at the picture of ‘Senator’ Crane on the 
wall and imagine myself in the theatre listening 
to that play.” 

When this. remarkable statement was shown 
to Comedian William H. Crane, his genial face 
was illumined by a smile that beamed all over 
it ‘* Well,” he said, as he picked up a picture 
representing him in his favorite character of 
the Senator, ‘‘I didn’t know that I had been 
added to the galaxy of celebrities at Auburn, 
but if the poor devil can yet any consolation 
out of this, he’s welcome toitall I’m not par- 
ticularly partial to murderers as steady com- 
pany, but I don’t object to letting them ‘ rest on 
my mentality’ as Senator Hannibal Rivers says, 
through the medium of aphotograph. Art is 
mighty and will prevail, even against stone 
walls. I’m glad of it for Mitchell’s sake.”

A GANG OF CHICKEN THIEVES 


——____—_. 
SAFELY CAGED WiTH THEIR PLUNDER 
IN THE ELIZABETH POLICE STATION. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., March 6.—A cell at Police 
Headquarters here presented an unusual spec- 
tacle to-day, it being converted into a tempo- 
rary chicken coop and filled with fancy breeds 
of poultry, while in the adjoining cells were the 
quartet of expert young thieves who for sev- 
eral months have been committing depredations 
on poultry and pigeon houses in the city and 
suburbs, even extending their operations to Ro- 
selle, 

The prisoners are John O’Sullivan, aged nine- 
teen; William Rider, fifteen; Thomas Brady, 


sixteen, and Joseph Brady, tifteen. When they 
learned the police were after them they set at 
liberty 200 pigeons, mostly carriers, that they 
had stolen, but they were unable to get rid of 
the chiokens before the oflicers swooped down 
on them. 

The Bradys have a mania for stealing ban- 
tams and nearly a score of these were found in 
their shed. Sullivan and Rider’a hebby was 
pigeons and game fowls. They had the results 
of their robberies concealed in the eellar of 
Rider’s house, where were secured the fowls 
now at Police Headquarters, The thieves se- 
lected only the most valuable birds to steal. 
Among those in the possession of the police isa 
rare strain of a gamecock, which was only im- 

orted from Ireland last week, and the owner, 

ohn OF Kane, had the bird only two days when 
it was taken. 

The persons who have so far notified the pb-... 
lice of their losses are James and John O. Kane 
of Elizabethport, E, F. Tucker of Murray 
Street, J — Goodcliffe of Roselle, Robert Pat- 
terson of Elizabethport, and Fred P. Pepin of 
West Grand Street. The last lost thirty carrier 
pigeons, some of which he valued at over $10 a 
pair, and others which he could not replace, he 
said. for $50 a pair, they having records of hay- 
ing flown over 500 miles. 

The robbers sold most of the pigeons to gun 
clubs, while the chickens they took outof town 
to other poultry fanciers. Felix pores, aged 
fifteen, another one of the gang, is atill at la 
having made his escape before the police reach 
his house. Chief Tenny says the prisoners have. 
stolen several hundred dollars’ worth of ns 
and poultry during the last two month ne. 
A number of other complaints, it is expected, 
will be made against them. The Sullivans con- 
fessed to having been engaged at the business 
for overayear. All the prisoners were commit- 
ted to jail for trial.

ENGLAND'S LAST TUDOR, 


EEN ELIZABETH. By Edward Spencer Bees- 
aa . Twelve English Statesmen Series. * New. 
York: Macmillan & Co. 


With the publication of this volume on 
Elizabeth only two other works remain to 
pppear in the series of Twelve English 
Statesmen. These are John Morley’s study 
of Chatham and F. York Powell’s study of 
Edward I. The series has been a valuable 
as well as an entertaining one, and the vol- 
umes have been of uniformly high rank as 
historical contributions. Less than this 
was scarcely to be expected from writers 
like Prof. Freeman, Mrs. J. R. Green, Fred- 
eric Harrison, and John Morley. Mere job 
work might, however, have got into the 
series, and yet it has not. Each volume 
shows that the author has put into it some 
pf the best work of which he is capable. 

Mr. Beesly’s volume follows Lord Rose- 
bery’s on Pitt, and, while the English papers 
were strongly attracted to the noble Lord’s 
production by the political eminence of its 
author, the rank which the “ Pitt” has won 
ls certainly not superior to the rank which 
the “‘ Elizabeth” deserves to have accorded 
\t, and yet the public has heard of the * Pitt” 
ten times where it will hear of the “ Eliza- 
beth” once. Mr. Beesly is an able and 
thoughtful writer; he is alsoa student who 
has the trained scholar’s equipment of dis- 
interestedness, painstaking care, and re- 
serve of knowledge. Elizabeth’s reign was 
long, and it was big with events the story 
of which still can stir the world’s heart; 
but within these 240 pages the accom- 
plished author gives the reader a striking 
presentation of main events such as many 
an octavo might utterly fail to give. | 

Mr. Beesly has sympathy with this sub- 
ect, and many accusations preserved in 
oaks or more serious writings he wholly 
discards, and yet he is not one of the blind 
worshippers of the genius of the Virgin 
‘Queen. There have been greater statesmen 
— she; she was not an admirable type 
pf womanhood, and she does not, in his 
ppinion, stand first among female rulers. 
He would put “that able ruler and perfect 
woman,” Isabella of Castile, above her. In 
Elizabeth he finds an ‘‘utter absence both 
of delicacy and depth of feeling.” This 
characterized her through life, from the 
fate of the execution of Admiral Seymour, 
her suitor, when she said_he “‘died a man 
with much wit a yey little judgment,’ 
until the end of her days. i 

Mr. Beesly maintains that Elizabeth was 
incapable of the passion of love and was 
never in love with any one; the most that 
could be said was that she was pleased 
svyith attentions from men. But she was 
* as fastidious about men as her father was 
pbout women.” As for Philip of Spain, 
“for no political consideration would she 

ave tied herself to her ugly, disagreeable 
atte brother-in-law.” For Dudley she 
never had any feeling that could be called 
love, having “neither a tender heart nor a 
sensual temperament.” It is Mr. Beesly’s 
firm conviction that she “never loved Dud- 
ley or any other man, in any sense of tho 
word, high or low.” Dudley himself had 
neither high character nor great ability. 
He was handsome physically, he bore him- 
selfin a manly way, and had good man- 
ners when he wished to please. Elizabeth 
ever concealed her liking for handsome 
men or her dislike of men not handsome. 
Mr. Beesly admits that at one time she 
thought seriously of marrying Dudley, but 
“itis difficult to say how long.” but she cer- 
tainly coquetted with him long after she 
had made up her mind not to marry him. 

Anideal marriage for Elizabeth would 
have been one with Lord James Stuart, 
afterward Earl of Moray, whose character 
“supplied just those elements that were 
wanting to correct her defects.” Had such 
p marriage come about, the two crowns in 
the next generation “might have been 
worn by a Stuart of a nobler stock than 
the son of Mary and Darnley.” When 
Elizabeth succeeded to the throne her mar- 
riage was assumed asa matter of course. 
Had the English nobles foreseen that she 
was to bom this royal obligation, Mr. 
Beesly is of opinion that she would never 
thave been allowed to succeed. In old age 
Elizabeth paid the penalty of a loveless 
life. Few situations could be more pro- 
foundly pitiable. She had no near rela- 
tives, and she had to die as she had lived, 
alone. No one felt attached to her or cared 
to see her life prolonged. _ 

In his discussion—and this book is often 
more an essay than a history—of Mary 
Queen of Scots, the author has many inter- 
esting things to say. He asserts distinctly 
that Mary was scheming “to hurl Eliza- 
beth from her throne,” and never ceased to 
work for that object until her head was off 
her shoulders. She was a woman notat all 
inferior to Elizabeth in ability and infor- 
mation and “in promptitude and energy 
was her superior.” Unlike Elizabeth she 
was2 woman who could love; but she 
loved only once. It was then, “* when mad 
hate and madder love possessed her soul,” 
that she ““ went down before her great rival, 
never to rise again,” but in her we have "a 
woman indeed,’ and the author holds 
that if it was for this reason that she lost 
the battle of life, it was forthesame reason 
that she still disputes the battle from the 
tomb, having now, as she always will 
have, the ardent sympathy of a host of 
admirers to whom Elizabeth is “ a mere pol- 
itician, sexless, cold-blooded, and repul- 
sive.” It was Bothwell whom Mary loved, 
but, “like many another woman who does 
not deserve to be called liceatious, she sac- 
rificed her reputation to the man she 

oved.” 

, Mr. Beesly is of opinion that Elizabeth 
fid not desire Mary’s death. It required 
allthe energy of the Council to prevail 
npon her to have Mary brought to trial, 
and her whole conduct shows that she 
“would have been content to discredit 
her, to expose her guilt, and, if possible, 
to bring her to her knees, confessing her 
crimes and pleading for mercy.” He does 
not believe Elizabeth’s hesitation was due 
to hypocrisy, but accepts her reluctance as 
most genuine. Elizabeth was not revenge- 
fulorcruel. She lacked animosity and gall, 
and “ could affirm, with perfect truth, that 
for the last fifteen years she, and she alone, 
had stood between Mary and the scaffold, 
and this at great and increasing risk to her 
own life.” ut he does not dispute that 
Mary’s execution was a wise and opportune 
stroke. It broke up the Catholic Party at 
a fortunate time—just as their spirits were 
to be tempted into conspiracy by the ap- 
pearance of the Spanish Armada. 

In the case of Essex’s death, Mr. Beesly 
defends Elizabeth. Essex was one of those 
men who “ consider themselves intolerably 
wronged and persecuted if they cannot 
have precedence and power over their fel- 
low-citizens,” and he entered into plots for 
coercing, if not overthrowing, Elizabeth— 
one of them the most senseless and profli- 
gate to be found in history. To have 
spared him would have been “ scandalous. 

hat Elizabeth had been fond of him is 
true, but it is ‘‘revolting and malignant 
nonsense” to talk of her “ passion” and 
her ‘‘amorous inclination,” as Hume and 
others have done. 


PATRICK HENRY’S LETTERS AND

This, the last, volume of Mr. Henry’s 
work, contains a considerable number of 
letters written by Patrick Henry, a still 
larger number addressed to him, his 
speeches in the Virginia Convention in op- 
position to the Fedesal Constitution of 
1788, and his famous argument on the 
British debt cases. The speeches on the 
Constitution are valuable not only for the 
light they throw on the views of Mr. 
Henry, which were: deliberately formed 
pnd were sustained with earnestness and 
with very cogent reasoning, but also 
for the light they throw on _ the 
‘ormation of the Federal Constitution. 
etieon and Marshall were Mr. Henry’s 
chief opponents, and though their argu- 
ments are not given in this volume, they 
are readily gathered from Henry’s speeches. 
No reader of these can fail to geta deeper 
impression of the grave crisis from which 
the Constitution saved the Republic, and 
of the vigor of intellect and genuine states- 
manship with which these “ forest publi- 
cists” discussed the questions involved. 
We know of no representative body of 
modern times, in our own land or else- 
where, where a discussion 80 grave, 80 
comprebensive, so intelligent, and s0 acute

have been left out, is in many ways ve 
interesting. One gets a curiously vivi 
idea of the relative isolation of the centres 
of population when one reads in a letter by 
Mr. Henry to his daughter, living in Ken- 
tucky, that he has not heard from herina 
year, and when he mentions as a matter 
which his correspondent is too remote to be 
especially interested in that another daugh- 
ter has been married and a “new son” has 
been born to the father. The letters of 
“Gen.” Clark, reciting his operations 
against the English and Indians on 
the Ohio border, are as fascinating as 
one of Kipling’s tales of adventure, 
and, indeed, there is a close analogy be- 
tween the spirit with which the Aiericans 
of that day staked everything on the suc- 
cess of each successive step, and the spirit 
of the British rulers of India, who main- 
tain among the natives the reputation of 
invincibility by their sublime indifference 
to odds. There are in these letters also 
several between Mr. Henry and Washing- 
ton in regard to land purchases. Both were 
“canny” investors. The following extract 
from a letter of Washington in regard to 
the canal through the Dismal Swamp shows 
atonce the shrewd practical sense of the 
writer and the singularly extravagant 
style in which he, in common with most of 
his contemporaries, expressed himself: 

“If this cut is effected, the obstructions in the 
Roanoke removed (which will most assuredly 
follow) and the inland navigation of the 
rivers James and Potomack compleated ac- 
cording to law, it will open channels of con- 
venience and wealth to the citizens of this 
State that the imagination can hardly extend 
to, and render this the most fayoured country in 
the universe.” 

And here is a pleasant specimen of the 
Marquis de La Fayette’s earlier English. 
It is froma letter dated “Camp near the 
Valley Forge, the 3d January, 1778”: 

Receive, Sir, my sincere thanks for the 
trouble you have taken in sending me some let- 
ters from France. Is it not very unciyi) to be 
importuned upon the least matter !—but I have 
heard from a gentleman in Hampton who is 
recommended to me, and is just now arrived 
with a parcel of Jetters—his vessel has been 
sunk by some English frigate, three men only 
have en ey he did not save anything buta 
trunk and a bag which, he says, have been 
broked and plundered ashore—he seems in great 
distress. Itake the liberty of giving to him some 
hopes by the enclosed letter that you will be so 
good as to order some notice to be taken of him. 
Idesire him also to direct his despatches to 
yr Excellency in case you would give your- 
self the trowble of sending thei to Geni. Wash- 
ington, as you have done for the others.

NEW ROPE-MAKING MACHINE. 
= + <S — 
ONE. WHICH CAN WORK FIVE TIMES 
FASTER THAN PRESENT DEVICES. 


Boston, March 6.—A device has just been in- 
vented here for making rope at an immense sav- 
ing of expense and time, whioh, itis believed, 


will be an important factor in the present con- 
troversy between the National Cordage Com- 
pany and the outside mills. 

The machine will be known as the Norman, 
from its inventor, and experts who were ac- 
corded a private view of it in operation the 
present week report that by it rope making is 
simplified to a degree heretofore thought im- 
possible. 

The new machine is capable of making, it is 
claimed, fifty feet per minute of nine-thread 
manilla or sisal, a speed that is nearly five 
times as great as that attained by the best ma- 
chines now in use. 

In addition to making as finely finished a rope 
as the others, this machine turns out a complete 
coil ready for the market, a feat never befure 
accomplished, and the successful attainmentof 
which means an immense saving in the labor 
now required for manipulating the rope be- 
tween its manufacture and the stock room. 

The machine in question differs from the 
“‘Silsby ’ and other well-known makes in many 
essential particulars, though the general prin- 
ciple involved is the same. 

‘The greater product is made possible by a 
simplification of the mechanism and the substi- 
tution of the moro Ingenious auxiliary devices 
for those commonly in use. The automatic 
coupler is, of course, entirely original, and in 
this lies much of the real value of the machine 
as a producer of cordage at the minimum of 
cost.

NAVAL NEWS.

Never has the French Government demonstrated 
80 much interest in the building of a navy as now 
The men-of-war that will be tinished this year 
are the iron-clads Neptune and Magenta, the 
protected cruiser Dupuy de Léme, the armor- 
plated gunboats Phlegéthon and Styx, 14 large tor- 
pedo boats belonging to various categories, and 27 
Urst-class torpedo beats. In 1893 there will be 
ready to put to sea the iron-clad Brennus, the pro- 
tected cruisers Charner, Isly, and Suchet, the torpedo 
cruiser Flenrus, tue cruisers Chanzy and La Touche- 
Tréville, and another armor-plated vessel, the Jem- 
mapes. The cruisers Bruix and Chasscloup-Laubat 
and three other ships will be tinished in the follow- 
ing year, and in 1895 will be launched the Lazare 
Carnot, Charles Martel, and Jauréguiberry, all iron- 
clads, and the cruisers Bugeaud and Friant, 


Admiral of the Fleet Sir Thomas Symonds, G. C. B., 
has again appeared in his familiar réle as a pessi- 
mistic observer of his country’s peril, owing to its 
inadequate naval strength. inthe current number 
of the Onited service Gazette he says that, compared 
with France, the navy of Great Britain has a misera- 
bly weak personnei, a dearth of seamen, and an inef- 
fective lotof old ships. In the present effort of tho 
British Government to cut down the Naval Defense 
bill the gallant Admiral sees nuthing but ruin and 
disaster. * May God grant,” he exclaims, “that the 
electors and our Government may have their eyes 
opened in time W avert the peril in which our empire 
stande,”’ 

1t is understood that the King of Italy, in the 
course of his forthcoming visit to England, is to be 
treated to a great navalreview. On the last occa- 
sion of the kind—the review in August, 1889, by the 
German /mperor—there were assembled at Spithead 
114 vessels, including 37 iron-clads and 20 cruisers 
carrying 23,000 men. itis questionable whether so 
many ships will be collected this year, but it is prob- 
able that the scene will be mure interesting than its 
predecessor because of the presence in the fleet of 
several vessels of the newest types, such as the 
Royai Sovereign, tho Empress of India, and the 
giant Blenheim. 

Russia is forging to the front rank of European 
paval powers. Some particulars of the naval esti - 
mates recently provided by the Russian Government 
are given in Le Yacht. ‘They show that on the in- 
crease of the Baltic tleet alone a sum of 57,000,000 
rubles—equivalent roughly to $28,500,000—is to be 
expended. ‘iwelve ships and ten first-class torpefo 
boats are to be built us svonas possible. Three of 
these ships—tne Sevastopol, Poltava, and Petro. 
paulovsk—are to be of 11,000 tons, each to cost 
¥4,920,000. :

include 27 iron-clads, 29 cruisers, 12 torpedo boats 
of the larzest size, an@ 204 other torpedo boats, 
besides a large number of armor-plated coast-guard 
yesseis and others of !ess importance.

FACTORY INSPECTOR.

HIS SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT TO THE 


LEGISLATURE JUST COMPLETED. 


The State Factory Inspector has just com- 
pleted his sixth annual report to the Legislat- 
ure. It contains a complete list of all the facto- 
ries inspected, the number of persons of each 
sex employed, the number of women under 
twenty-one, of youths under eighteen, and of 
children under sixteen years of age. It gives 
the number of accidents that occurred in facto- 
ries the past year, and gives a list of the corpo- 
rations that are affected by the weekly-payment 
law, which is generally obeyed. The Inspectors 
served notices of suit for violation of the week- 
ly-paymeut law upon several corporations. 

The Inspectors have been much aided by the 
general spirit of friendliness on the part of em- 
ployera toward the purposes of the factory 


luw. The duties of the Inspectors have gradually 
been increased, and now they must give atten- 
tion to sanitation in factories, protection to ma- 
chinery, guarding of elevators, and the provid- 
ing of tire escapes, inquire as to the education 
of children, prevent women under twenty-one 
and youths under eighteen from working in 
factories between 9 P. M. and 6 A. M., com- 
pel .the obeervance of certain rules of 
decency where’ persons of both sexes are 
employed, and investigate accidents in 
factories. Among tie things they are 
asked to do, but which are foreign to their 
duties, are to inspect boilers, to examine en- 
gineers of stationary engines, to provide school 
books and clothing for children, to inspect 
hotels and tenements, to analyze water, to en- 
force the Saturday half-holiday law, to prohibit 
Suuday labor, tocompelemployers to pay wages 
in oash iustead of in bank checks, to collect 
back wages, ani to settle strikes. 

New-York State is said to have the best law 
as far acs itapplies to the employment of chil- 
dren in factories, but itis defective, says the In- 
spector, in not prohibiting children under four- 
teen years of age from being employed in 
mercantile houses. Statistics show that the 
employment of children in factories is being 
rapidly diminished. In 1887 there was an aver- 
age of 82 children between the ages of fourteen 
and esixteenin every 1,000 employes. In 1888 this 
was reduced to tin each 1,000, In 1889 to 53 
in each 1,000, in 1890 to 43, and in 1891 to 41. 

In the 10,112 factories visited last year there 
were employed 422,070 persons, of which 17,495 
were children between fourteen and sixteen 
years of age. Most of these factories were in- 
spected twice or more to see if orders for 
changes were being complied with. There were 
106 children under sixteen reported as hav- 
ing been injured during the year, and 23 
children were penalty Sees. Such accidents, 
says the Inspector, would not be likely to occur 
to older persons. An Ohio law is quoted which 
forbids the employment of children in 
dangerous or unhealthly occupations, and 
it is urged that a similar law be 
passed in this State. The employment of 
young girls in the tobacco industry is con- 
demned, because of the injury to their health. 
The anomaly of restricting the labor of children 
and minors in workshops and factories, and 

rmitting the evil to go on in mercantile 

ouses is pointed out, and the report asserts 
that the conditions under which labor is per- 
formed in many of the mills and workshops are 
superior to those which prevail in some of the 
mercantile houses. The law requiring that seats 
be provided for the use of women is obeyed in 
factories, while it is openly violated in almost 
every retail store in the State. } 

In regard to the working time in factories, the 
report says that in sweat shops there is no reg- 
ular stipulated number of hours, though sixty- 
six and seventy-two seem to be the minimum, 
the lesser number in the better shops, thoughin 
busy times the hands are required to work as 
many more hours as exhausted nature will per- 
mit. In many of these sweat shops, it is said, 
men and women are kept working under condi- 
tions and among: surroundings that are bound 
to develop disease germs. Formerly the He- 
brews eecemed to have a monopoly of the sweat- 
ing work 1n the clothing trade, but of late com- 
petition has crept into this miserable trade, and 
now there are over 100 Italian sweat shops. 
The responsibility for this evil is laid upon the 
employers, who are prompted by the greed for 
gain. The Inspectors believe disease germs get 
into the clothes made in these places and re- 
main there umtil they are worn, when the 
germs develop and transmit the diseases to the 
wearers, and these diseases are then attributed 
to other causes. The wholesale clothing houses 
and jobbers, it is said, could put an end to the 
sweat-shop system if they desired, but they are 
not likely to do 60, as they profitbyit. The 
Massachusetts law on the subject is referred to, 
and similar legislation is recommended, 

The Inspectors think that no person under 
eighteen should be put in charge of an elevator. 
The Inspectors believe that the safeguards that 
have been put around tho dangerous parts of 
the machinery at their suggestions must neces- 
sarily reduce the number of accidents in fac- 
tories. 

The report condemns the foul condition of 
rag-sorting shops where women and children 
are chiefly employed. All rag warchouses, it is 
declared, should be compelled to wash and 
cleanse rags by machinery, and then place 
them in a disinfecting chamber and subject 
them to at least 250° of heat before they are 
passed to the hands of the sorters. All eleva- 
tors and hoistways should be in brick shafts, 
and the stairways should be put as far as pos- 
sible away from elevator walls. 

The Inspectors say that the law forbidding 
the sending of messenger boys to disreputable 
houses is notoriously violated. The Inspectors 
recommend that children under fourteen should 
not be employedin mercantile houses, telegraph, 
telephone, and messenger service, that hours of 
labor for women under twenty-one and youths 
under cighteen in mercantile houses be restrict- 
ed to sixty per week, that female Factory 
Inspectors be authorized to enforce the 
law requiring the placing of seats for 
the use of females in wercantile houses, 
that the sweat-shop system be regulated, that 
Inspectors be empowered to prohibit the use of 
dangerous elevators, that a system be devised 
by which the laws relative to fire escapes and 
means of egress from public places and tene- 
ments should be uniformly and rigidly enforced, 
that uninsured steam boilers be inspected by 
competent men, that persons in charge of sta- 
tionary engines be required to pass a qualifying 
examinution, and that company or “ pluck me” 
stores be abolished.

sengers. Andrew Wortszowski, an Austrian, 
eighteen years old, was the victim of the dis- 
ease. The 838 steerage passengers which the 
vessel brought will be vaccinated before they 
are allowed onshore. The cabin passengers, 
sixty-eight in number, were allowed to land.

4 SCHOOL PREFERABLE TO THE PRES- 
ENT ORGANIZATION, 


Boston, March 6.—A gentleman who is a 
member of the Back Bay Riding Club, and one 
of the most influential Back Bay residents, de- 
clares that it will not be possible to keep the 
club upon its present lines. He says: “It 
seoms to me that a large riding school 
is more wanted here than a riding 
club. New-York could easily maintain a club, 
but not so Boston. There they ought to find no 
difficulty in picking 500 men who would be in 


every way eligible for any club, but here it is 
otherwise. I do not believe that so vast a build- 
ing will be sufficiently used by the present 150 
members. Often there are not more than half 
a dozen in the superb ring during a morning, 
while, were the building opened as a school. 
there would possibly be ten times that number 
to avail themselves of the privileges offered. 
The season is going to be a short one. 

“Most society people leave for the north 
shore and other resorts about the beginning of 
May, and do not return until October is well ad- 
vanced, and if during the time the club is open 
ail the members do not frequently ride in the 
ring, it seems to me that our really fine building 
is hardly being used to its full capacity.”

The Weather Bureau report indicates for 
to-day, in this city, fair woather. 





The’ World’s Fair Committee will intro- 
duce into the House of Representatives 
to-day a bill appropriating $5,000,000 for 
construction and installation of the Colum- 
bian Exposition and $1,050,000 for operat- 
ing expenses. The proviso is attached to 
the bill that the United States Treasury is 
to divide the exposition receipts with the 
City of Chicago and private subscribers 
according to their respective contribu- 
tions. The bill may be amended, and 
the appropriation may be somewhat 
reduced, but an appropriation will un- 
doubtedly be made. It is easy enough to 
argue that there is no specific authority in 
the Constitution for such an appropriation, 
and there is none, but a direct precedent 
was established in the case of the Centen- 
nial Exposition, and there are indirect 
precedents in plenty. The truth is that 
the power of Congress in the appropria- 
tion of money has become practically dis- 
cretionary because there is no effective 
way of restricting it. In this case it is used 
for a purpose generally approved by public 
opinion and having far more merit than 
most in which it has been used,outside the 
letter of the Constitution. 





As will be seen by our dispatches this 
morning, Mr. ELKINS is planning a journey 
from the War Office to the Senate via the 
Western Virginia. His 
plan is to secure the Republican nomina- 
tion for the latter office—not a difficult 
thing for him todo with his steck of pru- 
dent savings and the support of the Admin- 
istration—and then, if successful atthe elec- 
tion, to get elected to the Senate and resign 
the Governor’s office to Mr. G. W. ATKIN- 
sON, the natural leader of the party in 
West Virginia. Incidentally, the sinews of 
war contributed for this personalcampaign, 
it is hoped, will give the Electoral vote of 
West Virginia to Mr. Harrison. Itisa 
pretty plan, but a little elaborate, and is 
liable to break down at one or another of 
several points.

We are glad to see that the Chicago Inter 
Ocean is expressing with much indignation 
the opinion that “it is high time that we 
should know the real value of our Anti- 
Trust legislation.” “Our contemporary has 
been publishing some articles about an 
organization whick, it asserts, is closely 
connected with the Trust, 
and bas been sued for libel. Conse- 
quently it suggests that the Govern- 
ment should “let the Whisky Trust go 
and take hold of these Cordage Trust men 
who are feeding off the workers of the 
Nation and filling their cwn purses at the 
expense of the people.” About a year ago 
the /nter Ocean was saying that the Anti- 
Trust law had knocked down the Trusts 
one aiter another, andit had no pationce

then with other journals which could not 
see that anything had been done 
under or by this statute. Our con- 
temporary lives and learns. But why 
does not the Inter Oocan demand that 
the greed of the Cordage Trust shal] be 
restrained by a largs reduotion of the 
tariff duties by means of which it “ fills its 
purse at the expense of the people”? The 
duty on binding twine has been cut down 
until itis merely nominal* but the duties 
on all the other products of the Trust are 
still high. We suggest that the Inter Ocean 
should ask the Ways and Means Oom- 
mittee to cut off about 75 per cent. of 
these duties. The committee would not 
ignore such a request from the leading 
organ of McKinleyism in the West. 
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The Democratic Party asked to be placed 
in power in New-York in order that it 
might be enabled to accomplish reforms. 
The record it is making in this respect is 
one that will not invite the confidence of 
the people when it asks to be intrust- 
ed with national power. All meas- 
ures of real reform are defeated as 
coolly as if the party had never made a 
virtuous promise. The excellent bill of 
Assemblyman A. R. CONKLING prohibiting 
contributions for political purposes by can- 
didates for judicial offices is a case 
in point. The passage of this bill 
would avoid such scandalous  occur- 
rences as the payment of $10,000 to 
Tammany Hall as the price of a nomina- 
tion or an election, or of any sum whatever. 
But the bill was defeated, Mr. SULZER of 
this city denouncing it as, ‘‘ outrageous,” 
and Mr. Hitr of Albany declaring that it 
was “an insult to the judiciary.” After 
the bill was defeated, Speaker BusH un- 
necessarily caused his vote to be recorded 
against it, as if to emphasizq the hostility 
of the Democratic Party to any measure 
intended to secure the independence 
of the judiciary at the expense of 
a diminution of Tammany’s corruption 
fund. Ifthe Democrats in the Legislature 
think that the people of the State and of 
the Nation are not taking note of such dem- 
onstrations of hollowness in Democrat- 
io professions, they are much mistaken. 
The record of the New-York Legislature 
will be held up in every State next Fall as 
an object lesson, and it is likely to be a 
highly effective one for deterring recruits. 








It hardly seems possible that the impres- 
sion should be correct, as reported by our 
London dispatches yesterday, that Presi- 
dent CARNOT was involved in a scheme to 
break down the recent French Cabinet in 
order to get rid of M. ConsTans. That 
Minister has undoubtedly fallen a victim, 
for the time being, to the jealousies 
of weaker men, conspiring together, as 
L&onN GAMBETTA did before him. But 
M, Carnot has not heretofore shown the 
slightest weakness in the direction of con- 
niving at such schemes, and it is difficult 
to see what he would have to gain by it. 
The reputation he has made for loyalty to 
France and impartiality toward all parties, 
is of too much value to be lightly imperiled. 








The credulity of the London Times has 
once more given a welcome to the lucubra- 
tions which come to it now and again from 
persons whom it indignantly calls ‘‘ Amer- 


ican blusterers.” Its hospitality, as the 
wretches who victimize it have too well 
found out, is promptest for those who sign 
themselves with military titles, as repre- 
senting our small but fiery military estab- 
lishment. A while ago it was stirred up 
by a “General” Somebody, and now one 
Capt. Frank Scorre, with an e, of the 
“Thirty-eighth Pennsylvania Rifles,” pro- 
poses to bring down the British Lion, even 
as his namesake, without the e, brought 
down the coon. This correspondent’s cal- 
ibre and his rare knowledge both of. our 
ships in commission and of the wondrous 
possibilities of the transport service are 
shown by his threatening the whilom 
*““Thunderer,” in case of war, to have “a 
heavy fleet of steel cruisers blockade the 
English coast within five days,” and the 
little island “‘overrun by an American 
army of 2,000,000 men in a couple of 
months.” Whether the Thirty-eighth 
Rifles are under marching orders yet we 
know not, but we sincerely hope that the 
London Times does not expect our fleet of 
steel blockaders to use up the entire British 
navy this year, because the first armored 
cruiser we have ever had will not be ready 
for service for some months yet. 








THE REPUBLICANS AND SILVER. 
During the past two weeks the Demo- 
crats in Congress who oppose the unlimited 
coinage of silver have been making every 
effort to secure the aid of Republicans in 
preventing the adoption of a special order 
for the Bland bill. They have failed. Our 
Washington dispatches this morning state 
that the report of the Committee on Rules, 
fixing three days in the last week of the 
present month for the consideration of Mr. 
BLAND’s scheme, will not be opposed by 
the Republicans, and will probably 
be adopted to-day with very little 
difficulty or delay. In that case the 
House will give its time to the tariff 
discussion, which will be begun to- 
morrow and continue practically for the 
rest of the week. Until a few days ago 
Mr. Reep had remained steadfast to his 
conviction that his party ought frankly 
and consistently to fight free coinage from 
the start, to resist it at every point, and to 
give all the assistance in its power to the 
opponents of free coinage on the Demo- 
crate side. We do not suppose that he has 
changed his conviction. His duty and that 
of his party remains the same. But he 
seems to have yielded to the temptation to 
piay a little “ politics” and help the small 
men of his party to get the Democrats “ina 
hole.” Mr. Rexep is said to have defined a 
statesman as “a great politician who is 
dead.” He appears willing to wait for his 
reputation for statesmanship. 
Undoubtedly it is politics of a certain 
sort for Republicans to permit the Demo- 
crats to do all that the majority of them 
may be willing to do to pass the Bland bill. 
Unquestionably the chances of Republican 
victory in the Presidential election would 
bo greatly increased by the passage of that 
bill by the Honse. In fact, it is not too 





much to say that they will have very lit- 
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tle chance of success unless that bill be 
passed. They are pretty sure to be beaten 
on the tariff iseue, and itis the suggestion 
of prudence to “sidetrack ” the tariff issue 
if they can. It is not a very high 
kind of politics. It does not show 
much sincerity or courage or manili- 
ness. But it is what Mr. BrLaryx has 
been trying to do for three years now. 
It is what Mr. HARRISON has been trying 
to do ever since the elections of 1890 made 
it plain that the people were dead against 
McKinleyism. That was the sole purpose 
of the “reciprocity” game played with 
such audacity by Mr. Biarne while the 
McKinley tariff was before Congress. It 
was the purpose for which Mr. HaRRISON, 
with more cunning than chivalry, stole Mr. 
BLaINe’s patent and got the reciprocity 
clauses put into the McKinley bill. It is 
not likely that any regard for principle 
will prevent the Republicans in the House 
from doing what they can to promote the 
passage of the Bland bill, or at least to 
split the Democratic Party on that issue, 
Nor is it likely that Mr. Rrep will have a 
revival of conscience that will prevent 
him from aiding the devices of the little 
men around him. 

But it may fairly occur to the Republican 
managers that the time will arrive when 
they will have to declare themselves. 
When the Bland bill comes to a vote they 
will have to vote against it, and then, if 
there are enough honest-money Democrats 
to make, with them, a majority of the 
House, the bill will be killed, and they will 
not get the political advantage from the 
blunder of the Demoorats that they are 
seeking. That being the oase, it would 
seem that they could really afford te be 
consistently decent and decently consist- 
ent and give their votes to postpone the 
bill now. They would stand better 
with the people, and those of them 
who have a conception of the impor- 
tance of honest currency and the duty of 
every man in public life to give his utmost 
aid to keep the ourrency honest would 
stand better with themselves, would have 
a clearer conscience and a sense of having 
served their country faithfully and wisely. 
We do not know how far these considera- 
tions will influence Republican . action. 
We fear thatit will not be very far, But 
the spectacle of these leaders playing so 
petty a game, with the good faith of the 
country at stake, cannot be very satisfac- 
tory to intelligent and honorable members 
of that party. 
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PERFECTING THE COAL TROST. 


While the testimony of Mr. RussELL 
SAGE at the hearing before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Saturday was not that of one of 
the makers of the Coal Combination, his 
connection with one of the combined rail- 
road companies, and his ability to obtain 
trustworthy information concerning the 
intentions of the combination, give con- 
siderable value to his assertions and pre- 
dictions. When the combination was 
formed Mr. SaGE had been for some years a 
Director of the Lackawanna Company, and 
he retired to give a place to one of the 
makers of the combination. The most in- 
teresting part of his testimony related to 
the probable increase of the price of coal. 
He said: ; 

“*«They will put the price as high as the public 
will stand. They are feeling the public pulse 
now.’ 

“*You don’t look for any advance till public 
feeling subsides?’ 

“*No, donot, Later they will advance all 
they dare. * * * I do not regard these combi- 
nations with favor. Itis wrong to make com- 
binations to advance the price of necessities. I 
think it is the duty of the Legislature to prevent 
the combination and the advance in the price of 
coal,’” 


Undoubtedly itis the chief purpose of the 
combination to increase the cost of coal to 
the consumer. Mr. SaGcr thinks the mak- 
ers of the combination are now feeling the 
public pulse and waiting for public in- 
terest to subside. He appears to have 
overlooked the fact that the combined 
companies are now engaged in completing 
negotiations with the independent or indi- 
vidual producers, and that it is expedient 
for the combination to postpone any con- 
siderable advance of price until the co-op- 
eration of these producers shall have been 
assured. The following remarks concern- 
ing these negotiations are made by Brad- 
street’s in an exhaustive essay upon this 
subject: : 

“The competition of the individual miners 
has been one of the most disturbing factors of 
the coal trade in the past, and without their 
concurrence the effort to maintain prices 
would necessarily have been a doubtful 
problem. So far as the maintenance of sta- 
ble prices is concerned, which was what 
the old loose combination was utterly unable to 
secure, the formation of this arrangement with 
the individual producers of anthracite is cal- 
culated to produce effects of the most striking 
character—indeed, it is not too much to say that 
it is second in practical importance only to the 
leases themselves.” 

The combination will not be ready to 
make the higher prices until these individ- 
ual producers shall have been taken in. 
News about the progress of the negotia- 
tions is published almost every day. On 
Saturday the Reading Company closed a 
contract for the entire output of two large 
collieries, and through the agency of Coxr 
BROTHERS the control of about 3,000,000 
tons, or 71, percent. of the total annual 
product, was secured three or four days 
ago. The combination appears to control 
absolutely now about 78 percent. It will 
not be difficult to make an agreement with 
those who control the remaining 22 per 
cent. 

These contracts with the individual pro- 
ducers foreshadow the action to be taken 
by the combination with respect to prices 
when the time shall be ripe for the ad- 
vance. They provide forthe payment of 
percentages upon a scale in which the sell- 
ing price of coal ranges from $4 to $5 per 
ton. That is to say, $4 is the minimum 
price. As we have heretofore pointed out, 
the selling price was $3.50 before Jan. 28, 
and on that day it was increased to 
$3.75. An advance to the minimum 
combination price of $4 will be an advance 
of 1414 per cent. For the entire product 
this would be an addition of $20,000,000. 
When all the individual producers shall 
have been satisfied by contracts, the com- 
bination will exercise its power, and it 
seems probable that by that time those 
companies which control a odnsiderable 
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part of the percentage outside of the 
cembination will see the advantages 
of “harmony.” The making of the leases 
was the beginning, and the project is to 
be carried to completion by bargains with 
the individual producers who do not own 
railroad lines, and by the conciliation of 
corporations that cannot be bought or 
leased. The purpose of the entire move- 
ment is to compel consumers to pay much 
higher prices for coal, and this cannot be 
obscured by anything which the Trust 
makers may say.

MAYNARD CONDEMNS HIMSELF. 
The suddenness and the depth of Isaac 

H. MAYNARD’s fall, under the corrupting 
influence of association with Davin B. 
Ht, are illustrated with distinctness by 
comparison of what he did in Novem- 
ber, 1889, when he was himself a can- 
didate for office, and the principles of 
honor which he then affirmed to be “‘ the 
Democratic way,’ with his notorious 
conduct in connection with the can- 
vassing of the results of the last 
State election. The Delaware Gasette of 
March 2, a Democratic paper published 
at Delhi, Delaware County, in attempt- 
ing a vindication of Judge Maynarp’s 
character from the condemnation to which 
it has lately been justly subjected, pub- 
lishes a letter once written by him, which 
we here reprint in full: 

STAMFORD, N, Y., November, 1889. 

To the Board of Canvassers of Delaware County : 

I am informed that the question may arise 
before your board at its present session with 
reference to the legality of 105 ballots cast for 
Mr. BALLANTINE in the Sidney Centre district 
whioh do not conform to the requirements of 
the act of 1880, entitled an act to secure uni- 
form ballots and preserve the purity of elections. 
I desire to state that no person is authorized to 
raise any such question in my behalf before 
your board orelsewhere. From the information 
which I have, these ballots are clearly illegal, 
and the casting of them is declared by stat- 
ute to be an unlawful act. What disposition 
shall be made of them itis not for me even to 
suggest. That matter must be determined by 
the members of your body acting upon your 
official oaths. I oan only say that under no oir- 
cumstances would I accept a certificate of eleo- 
tion at your hands unless it clearly appeared 
that I had a plurality of the votes cast for that 
office. If that fact does not appear without the 
rejoction of these ballots the certificate of elec- 
tion must be given to some other candidate than 
myself or the office will become vacant. 

It may be that if those distinctive ballots had 
not been used my vote in that district would 
have been increased. The member of your 
board from that town who was a worker at the 
polls assures me that some Republican voters 
were deterred from voting for me by their use. 
But your board has no authority to make an in- 
quiry of that oharacter, and there is no means 
of determining to what extent this may be true. 

The Democratio way of obtaining an elective 
office is an election by popular yote, and not by 
Returning Board methods. 

I am well satisfied with the result as it stands, 
if the people of Delaware County are. An hon- 
orable defeat is always to be preferred to victory 
with dishonor. Very truly yours,

In every point, whether of partisan duty, 
of legal right, of political morals, or of per- 
sonal honor, this letter rebukes and con- 
demns the conduct of Isaac H. MayNnarpD 
in respect to the canvassing of the last 
State election returns. No Republican has 
exposed the iniquity of his later course 
more completely. If he had faithfully 
adhered to the correct principles and 
courses this letter enunciates as “the 
Democratic way,” he would not now be 
bankrupt in honor, 

The Delaware Gazette has furnished the 
proof that MAYNARD sinned againt light 
and knowledge; but it has not vindicated 
his character. The unquestionable devo- 
tion and splendid services of BENEDIOT 
ARNOLD to the patriot cause before his be- 
trayal of it do not wipe out the stain of his 
treason.

ALASKA AGAIN. 


The Alaskan situation seems now approx- 
imately what it was two yearsago. Eng- 
land and the United States have agreed to 
arbitrate at some future day the entire 
dispute. No one can say how many 
months must pass before the arbitra- 
tors meet, listen, and decide, but it is 





-notorious that such majestic bodies move 


slowly. Meanwhile there is an interval 
which raises some pretty questions of de- 
corum., There is an old law upon our stat- 
ute book which requires the President 
seasonably to warn poachers out. of the 
“waters of Alaska” “ within the dominion 
of the United States.” Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment cannot plead ignorance of that 
statute, for there has been a dispute 
about it heretofore. Therefore, when 
Lord SALIsBuRY, with whatever mo- 
tive, delayed signing the treaty of 
arbitration, he must have been aware that, 
in the usual course of events, the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation was to be expected, 
and that, failing an agreement to arbitrate, 
the United States would further proceed to 
enforce its laws. Now, wasit Lord Satis- 
BURY’sS duty to hasten the arbitration 
agreement? Or was it the duty of our 
Government, however annoyed by Eng- 
land’s dilatory policy, to proceed with de- 
liberation? However that may be decided, 
the fact is that the President this year is- 
sued his proclamation unusually early. In 
1891 it was published on April 9, in 1890 
on March 25, andin 1889 on March 23. In 
1892 it was published on Feb. 20. 

The public has not yet been taken into 
the contidence of the Administration, but 
we assume that there were good reasons 
for this haste. We recall, for instance, 
that there was something more than the 
usual crop of reports about the plans of 
poachers preparing for the season. Very 
probably for this reason, or another, the 
President was advised to anticipate his 
usual action. However that may be, a 
President’s proclamation is something, we 
hope, which cannot be treated as blank or 
waste paper, and its appearance in the con- 
troversy at an unusual time is an event 
which all concerned are bound to take 
notice of. It has been alleged, for instance, 
that Lord SALIsBuRY so marshaled his 
dates as to put the United States into 
a position where it would not venture to 
enforce its laws, pending arbitration. It 
seems tu us that there is equal ground for 
insinuating that President HarrIson—or 
Mr. BLAINE—so managed his-dates as to put 
Lord SALIsBurRy in a position where he 
would not dare to refuse a renewal of the 
modus vivendi, We are reluctant to be- 
lieve either, for “dare” is a dangerous 
game to play at, snd wo are-not anxious'to 


- 


emulate those who choose to conduct seri- 
ous affairs by imputations of motives. In- 
sinuations and inferences aside, the fact is, 
however it became the fact, that there is 
no agreement regarding Bering Sea for the 
coming season and that the President has 
issued his proclamation and in due course 
presumably will follow it with the usual 
orders to revenue or naval officers, or 
both. This transfers to the deck of a 
ship, and to the decision of subordinates, 
@ question which the Supreme Court 
evaded. This was the situation when on 
June 14, 1890, Sir JuLIAN informed Mr. 
BLAINE that her Majesty’s Government 
must hold the United States responsible for 
whatever might ensue from acts pursuant 
to such instructions. Our recollection is 
that that state of affairs was agreeable to 
nobody. The dead-lock was evaded then, 
and so, no doubt, it will be evaded now. 
Lord SALISBURY is provokingly slow, but, 
on the other hand, Mr. Harrison is a little 
hasty. Let each concede something. 


J. S. MOORE, 

In the death of J. 8. Moor the cause of 
tariff reform loses an accomplished advo- 
cate and THE TIMES a valued contributor. 
Mr. Moore pogsessed an unequaled knowl- 
edge of the history of tariff legislation in 
the United States and of the practical 
bearing of our customs laws upon the 
trade and industries of the country. 
His experience as a merchant in Eng- 
land, in India, in South Africa, in Aus- 
tralia, and in the United States, and his 
years of service in the New-York Custom 
House, gave him extraordinary opportuni- 
ties, of which he made the best use to ob? 
tain a technical and practical familiarity 
with the theory and working of tariffs 
such as no other man of his time has pos- 
sessed, 

His knowledge was freely employed in 
the service of Ways and Means Committees 
charged with the preparation of projects of 
revision, and until failing health checked 
his activity his pen was busy in argument 
and exposition upon the side of revenue re- 
form and lower taxes. He was a stout 
and efficient combatant because perfectly 
equipped and burning with zeal, but his 
courtesy to adversaries was proverbial; 
and he had a kindly way of helping to 
their feet his co-workers whenever they 
tripped in the intricate paths of tariff dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Moorr’s mind was open to the charm 
of whatever is fine and estimable in life. 
His conversation bespoke a high and 
varied cultivation. He knew his Talmud 
as he did his Goethe and his Shakespeare, 
and was versed as few men are in Oriental 
learning. Good music or a good play de- 
lighted him, and he was conspicuously 
fitted for the pleasures of good fellowship, 
in equal measure giving and enjoying. 

For almost a quarter of a century Mr. 
MooRE has been a contributor of signed 
letters to Tor Trms, mostly upon tariff 
subjects. In that domain he had no equal, 
and THE Times and its readers must be 
reckoned among the great number of 
friends and admirers who mourn his too- 
early death. 














YOUNG SHIPMAN’S SUICIDE, 


——_— 
NOT YET DECIDED WHERE TO TAKE 
THE BODY. 


BALTIMORE, Mareh 6.—The body of the 
suicide Pelham W. Shipman, son of ex-Judge 
Shipman of New-York, remained at the City 
Hospital to-day. His brother came on from 
New-York to arrange for the funeral. He said 
it was not decided whether the remains would 
be taken to Hartford, Conn., or to New-York. 

The tragedy has excited a great deal of inter- 
est and sympathy here. Mr. Shipman yester- 


day appeared perfectly rational. Ho did not 
drink nor show any signs of mental affliction. 
He denied having turned on the gas pur- 
posely the night before. He went to 
see the minstrels at Ford's Opera House 
in the afternoon, but listened to the jokes and 
witnessed the antics without a smile. After the 
performance he hired the cab just below the 
theatre, opposite the Eutaw House, and 
he had not gone a aquare before there 
was a muilied report. It was heard at 
the time by several persons, but it was 
not loud enough to attract particular attention. 
The cab went on down the street, while tho 
passenger was bleeding to death from the 
wound. It wentthrough the busiest section of 
the city at the most crowded hour of the day, 
butnothing was known until the cabman opened 
the door and saw the pistol on the floor and the 
biqod-stained face. , 
Mr. Shipman was unconscious to the last. No 
money was found. The deceased was 5 feet 
& inches in height and about 150 pounds in 
weight. He hada smoothly-shaven face, sharp 
features, high, inteliectual forehead, and 
dark curling hair. He was dressed in 
a dark cheviot coat and vest, striped panta- 
loons, blue chinchilla overcoat, and congress 
guiters.

KILLED BY HIS BROTHER. 


THE VICTIM HAD HIMSELF MURDERED 
ANOTHER BROTHER. 


MountT Vernon, Ky., March 6.—This evening 
about dusk, five miles west of this place, Em- 
mett Snodgrass waa shot and killed by his 
brother Isaac Snodgrass. The trouble between 
them had been brewing ever since Emmett 
killed his brother “Squire” Snodgrass, some 
two years ago. At that time Isaac sent word to 
Emmett that he had killed the favorite brother, 
and requested him not to speak to him. 

This seemed to anger Emmett, and it was 
predicted that one of the brothers would be 
hurt should they meet. Last week Isaac 
was in town and Emmett met him 
and began his usual abuse of him, 
when Isaac told him to go away and 


not bother him, saying, ‘ You have killed one of 
our brothers; don’t add another to the list. 
don’t want to be killed,or to kill any one” 
Yesterday Isaac had been to Brodhead 
on business. Emmett also went to Brodhead 
and they met there and a quarrel began, but 
bloodshed was avoided by the interference of 
citizens. Isaac goton his horse and went to 
his home, about six miles southwest of this 
place, where he armed himself with a double- 
barreled shot gun and started to go to the house 
of William Cash, a neighbor. Emmett left Brod- 
- with the intention of going to the same 
Cash’s house ia off the main road and the 
brothers met at the turning-off place. Isaac 
says that when they met, Emmett jerked out 
his pistol and he raised his gun. Emmett fired 
one shot, missing Isaac and hitting a small 
dogwood tree almost in line with 
Isaac. The latter fired, bringing Emmett 
and his horse to the ground. he wounded 
man rose and staggered toward a fence by the 
roadside, when Isaac fired another shot, which 
again brougit Emmett to the ground; but he 
rosé once more to his feet and made a dozen steps 
along the fence, while Isaac was hastily reloading 
his gup. Another shot laid him low, but the 
now desperate man fired another shotinto the 
prostrate body. Fifteen buckshot assed 
through the head, eight or ten entered the left 
shoulder, and a number lodged in the body and 
legs. Two buckshot entered the horse’s head 
and some struck theshoulder. The animal died. 
Isaao rode a short distancc to Nathan Faris’s, 
and informed him of the result of the deadly en- 
counter. Mr. Faris went immediately to the 
scene and found Emmett yet breathing, but un- 
able to speak. He died within a few minutes 
after the shooting. 


THE BERING SEA PROBLEM.

BLAINE’S PRESENT DISTRESS DUE 
TO HIS OWN ACTS. 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 6.—To assail a newspa- 
per on Mr. Biaine’s behalf for using “‘ garbied” 
extracts may strike the public as an inadvisable 
thing to do, in view of recent allegations touch- 
ing the garbling of love letters in a celebrated 
case. 

Still, the Tribune does it in its Washington 
correspondence, and very clumaily and point- 
lessly at that. After considering, with the help 
of State Department suggestions, the gravity of 
the situation in the Bering Sea dispute, it quotes 
from THe Times what it is pleased to call 
“garbled” quotations. Why the correspondent 
took anybody’s word for it, instead of turning 
to the files of his own paper, is rather odd; for 
he will find that the 7ridune on June 2, 181, 
printed the entire letter from which the first 
quoted paragraph was taken. It was not neces- 
sary to print again the whole letter to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote of that date, nor was it necessary or 
pertinent to use more of the note of Sir Julian 
to Lord Salisbury of May 4, the material and 
pertinent part of which was printed in Tux 
Times and copied in the Tribune. 

Mr. Blaine should not get himself intoa fret 
about the apparent determination of the British 
Government to bring the arbitration proceed- 
ing toaspeedy conclusion. Last Spring, when Sir 
Julian Pauncefote was wiring him to agree toa 
modus vivendi, he was refusing and at a very 
late day was unwilling to accept a modus viven- 
di unless Great Britain would first agree upon 
the conditions of arbitration and the questions 
to be settled by the arbitrators.

OPIUM SMUGGLERS CAPTURED.

CAUGHT WITH A PARCEL IN A DETROIT 
EXPRESS OFFICE, 


LockPonrt, N. Y., March 6.—The detection of 
two noted smugglers of opium was effected last 
week at Windsor, Ontario, through the etiorts 
of United States Customs Inspector Charles E. 
Lewis of Suspension Bridge, and the customs 
officers at the bridge. 

Some time previously Lewis discovered that 
packages of opium were being shipped through 
Toronto and Windsor. Hefollowed one of these 
shipments and saw that an old gentleman, who 
gave his name as W. T. Howard and stopped at 
the Crawford House, received the goods. He was 
accompanied by a young man who was known as 
his son Jordan. Lewis watched the pair and saw 
the old man tear up some letters and throw the 
pieces into the street. These he carefully put 
together, and discovered that the two were en- 
gaged extensively in smuggling opium across 
trom Canada, and shipping it to parties in 
Chicago, New-York and Boston. The Howards 
were carefully watched, ann one day last week 
the old man boarded a Pullman sleeper for De- 
troit. He was arrested in the express office at 
Detroit as he was sending a parcel to Chicago. 

When arrested Howard gave his name as Mo- 
Pherson of Rochester. The young man was 
decoyed over and annou nced his name as H. G. 
Hayes. The pair have beer held by United 
States Commissioner Groves of Detroit on the 
charge of smuggling. A large parcel of opium 
is lying at the express office at Windsor await- 
ing the Howards, to whom it is addressed. The 
capture of these men was a big picce of work 
for Inspector Lewis, who has suspected that 
opium has been smuggled into this country in 
large quantities for some time past.

THE LUNACY LAWS

CHARGES THAT NEW PASSAGES APPEAR, 
IN THE REVISION. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 6.—The AntiKidnape 
ping Union’s Committee on Legislation has dis- 
covered that passages have been introduced 
into the pending revision of the laws on lunacy 
which, if passed, will overturn the established’ 
practice of the courts in cases where it is 
claimed that prisoners in lunatic asylums are 
sane, will repeal the legal safeguards against 
kidnapping sane persons, and will suspend thd 
privilege of habeas corpus after they sre im< 
prisoned. 

The committees says that the new passages 
are adroitly worded, and allow the asylum Su- 
perintendents to bring in all sorts of evidence to 


defend themselves which the courts have re- 
poatedly decided has no bearing on the quea- 
ion of sanity, and greatly to increase the ex- 
pense and difficulty of habeas corpus proceed- 
ings by bringing in any number of self-styled 
“medical experts” to swear that the impris- 
oned person jis insane. 

The new passages repeal the requiremeng 
that no person shall be imprisoned without the 
sanction of the Judgeof the county where the 

erson resides, and allows him to be seized @ 

ong way from home and carried to the asylum 

on an order from a Judge in whatever county he 
is seized in on the certificate of two physicians. 
After he is imprisoned, the new yostones if 
a@ writ of habeas corpus is issued, deprive him 
of the power to appeal, if he is mistakenly 
adjudged insane. If such a mistake is 
made, his counsel can appeal by get 
ting another writ before another Judge, 
but the new provisions forbid the issue of the 
second writ until a year after the erroneous de~ 
cision has been made, and thus suspend the pri~ 
vilege and compel a sane person to endure & 
year’s imprisonment among lunatics before any 
more legal proceedings can be had. 

Miss Clarissa C. Lathrop, who is here repre- 
senting the Lunasy Law Reform League, and 
who was herself adjudicated by the Supreme 
Court to be sane and unlawfully imprisoned 
after yoars of duress in the Utica Asylum, ig 
working actively to prevent the adoption of the 
provisions mentioned. 








DOMINION REVENUE CUTTERS. 
en 


TWO NEW ONES TO BE PUT ON THE 
LAKES FOR FISHERY PROTECTION. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 6.—Two new light 
steel revenue cutters are about to be placed on 
the upper lakes by the Dominion Government 
for the protection of the fisheries in those 
waters from depletion by the use of gill and 
pound nets, both of which are illegal. 

This action of the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries is the outcome of a recommendation 
made in 1889 andagain in 1890, This recom- 
mendation pointed out that the revenue cutters 
intended for the protection of the fisheries were 
of too great draught to be able to ply in the 
shallow waters where these illegal practices ar 
in vogue, and also were not of sulticient spee 
to be effective in the service, as the vessels used 
by the fishermen were light and fast. It was 
therefore suggested that the old vessels should 
be removed and replaced by new boats of light 
draught and built for speed. 

The new vessels will not add to the numbeg 
of Canadian boats on these lakes. One of the 
new boats will be placed on Lake Superior and 
the other on Lake Huron, the old boats on thesa 
lakes being commissioned for coast service on 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence for preventive work 
in connection with smuggling by Frenchmen 
from the Miquelon and other islands. This 
emuggling has not only been very extonsive 
hitherto, but is grow:ng in oxtent year by year. 

The Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, Minister of 
Militia and Acting Minister of Customs, waa 
seen oO the subject this evening. He said thera 
Was no intention either on the part of England or 
Canada of violating the treaty of Washington, 
which provides for the number of boats to be 
Maintained by each power, the Canadian and 
United States Governments, on these lakes. Tha 
new boxts will not be heavily armed. In fact 
they will only carry the light armament abso. 
lutely necessary for their own pi otection. Therd 
will be no violation of old treaties in any way. 





THE CINCINNATI RING. 

Co_umBots, Ohio, March 6.—The bill now in the 
State Senate authorizing the issue of six mill- 
ions in bonds for the construction of new water« 
works in Cincinnati is causing much concern 
among the citizens of that city and of the State, 
who see in ita means of strengthening the 
hands of the Cox-Graydon ring in Ham- 
ilten County. The Dill introduced in the 
House and indorsed by the taxpayers 
of Cincinnati made the Superior Court of that 
city a commission to supervise the construction 
ofthe waterworks. While the bill was before 
the House Cox brought his influence to bear 
and had the Hamilton County delegation, to 
whom it was referred, reportin favor of alter- 
ing it so as to give the Mayorof Cincinnati the 
power to appoint the Commission of Construc- 
tion. 

The Mayor is Cox’s tool, and, if the bill is 
passed by the Senate ia its altered form, ex- 
penditures far exceeding the $6,000,000 orig- 
inally contemplated are foreseen by taxpayers, 
to enable Cox to bind his followers closer ta 
him. 


SINGULAR RAILROAD ACOIDENT. 
TOPEKA, Kan., March 6.—A peculiar and fatal 
accident occurred on the Santa Fé-St. Joseph 
passenger train last night. The train left St. 
Joseph at 8:30 o’clock on its way to Topeka. 
At Meriden the heating apparatus in the smoker 
exploded with terrific force. The passengers 
in the car were hurled from their seats, 
and two of them, Almon Richards and Alexan- 
der Errickson, both of this place, were so badly 
hurt that they afterward died of their injuries 
Five others were painfully injured, but lt is no 
expected any of them will dle. 

The injured were brought to this city and 
were removed to the Santa Fé Dispensary, and 
everything possible was done for them. T 
inside of the car was completely wrecked,

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THE STATE'S SALT SPRINGS 
HILL ORDERS HIS MEN TO PRE 
VENT THEIR SALE 


An ENTERPRISE ON WHICH THRE STATE 
HAS BEEN LOSING MONEY FOR SEVEN 
YEARS—THE PROPOSAL TO SELL TO 
BE BURIED IN COMMITTEE. 


ALBANY, March 6.—The conourrent resolution 
amending Section 7 of Article VII. of the Con- 
atitution for the sale of the Onondaga salt 
springs must be defeated by Senator Hill’s 
orders. The concurrent resolution was passed 
by both branches of the Legislature last 
year, and was introduced again this year by 
Senator Van Gorder, (Rep., Wyoming.) It passed 
the Senate ten days ago with few dissenting 
votes, since it was understood that there was no 
politics in it, and that it was a measure de- 
manded by the majority of the people of the 
section affected, for the works have been losing 
money ever since 1885. In 1886 the deficit 
was more than $7,000, and it has been growing 
steadily ever since, until in 1890 it reached 
818,000, and in 1891 more than $20,000. 

Senator Nichols (Dem., Onondaga,) voted for 
the resolution, and the other day said that he 
was in favor of the amendment. From the 
Benate it went to the Judiciary Committee of 
the Assembly, and there it now is. It was 
brought up the other day for discussion, when, 
much to the surprise of most of the members of 
the committee, certain of the Democrats said 
that they were against reporting it back to the 
House either favorably or unfavorably; they 
wan ted to let it die where it was. 

Patrick J. Ryan (Dem., Onondaga,) was asked 
why he opposed the resolution; didn’t he know 
that his constituents wanted the works sold! 
Yes, he knew all that; but, nevertheless, be was 
against it. Finally Chairman Sulzer (Dem., 
New-York,) of the committee said: “ Well, gen- 
tlemen. we Democrats may as well tell the 
truth; we have received orders that this reso- 
lution must be defeated.” 

THE HILL ENUMERATION. 

According to the officials at the office of the 
Beoretary of State the work of counting the in- 
babitante of the State is progressing swimming- 
ly. They say that enumeration tables have 


already been filed from over two-thirds of the 
election districts, and by to-morrow night they 
pxpect that all the others will be in. 

They say that the census will show an in- 
crease of from 10 to 12 per cent. over the Porter 
total, but refuse to show any figures to back up 
thie claim. If this proves to be a fact, New- 
York State will be entitled to thirty-nine in- 
stead of thirty-six Congressmen. 

Baid a a penn yesterday: “ I don’t believe 
that this Hill enumeration will prove the suc- 
cess which is claimed for it. The work has been 
done at the very worst possible time of year, 
and it is almost a physteal impossibility that 
the enumerators in the country districts where 
the snow is knee deep have been able to accom- 

lish their task with any degree of thorough- 

ess. But under the act the Secretary of 
Btate is given extraordinary powers in 
‘confirming’ the accuracy of the enumer- 
ation of any district by such compari- 
sons and investigations as a true enumeration 
femands. I imagine that the figures in many 
districts will be obtained entirely from ‘ com- 
parison.’ There was a time when the knowledge 
that Frank Rice was doing the work would have 
been sufficient proof that it would be honestly 
done. But now that he has knuckled under to 
Dave Hill and aided that gentleman in his great 
State-stealing act, honest men have lost all 
confidence in him. I hear thatthe returns from 
the cities are to be padded to make up for any 
deficiencies in the snowed-in districts.’ 


TO PREVENT WILL CONTESTS. 

Col George P. Webster, (Dem., New-York,) in- 
troduced a bill some time ago “to enable the 
validity of the probate of a will to be conolu- 
sively determined,” which has not received the 
public attention which it deserves.

courts and benefiting nobody except the 
lawyers. According to Col. Webster, the bill is 
aeeres by the Bar Associations of the cities 
of New-York and Buffalo. The most important 
sections are the following: 

SEcTION 1. Any person interested in a will or codi- 
cil admitted to probate in this State, as provided by 
the Code of Civil Procedure, may cause the validity of 
the probate thereof to be determined in an action in 
the Supreme Court for the county in whioh such 
probate was had. 

SEc. 2. All tle devisees, legatees, and heirs of the 
testator, and other interested persons, including the 
executor or administrator, must be parties to the 
action. 

SEO. 8. Upon the completion of service of all par- 
ties, the plaintiff shali forthwith file the summons 

nd complaint in the office of the Clerk of the Court 

n which said action is begun, and the Clerk thereof 

shall forthwith certify to the Olerk of the Surrogate’s 
Court in which the will hae been admitted to pro- 
bate the fact that an action to determine the validi- 
ty of the probate of such will has been commenced, 
and on receipt of such certificate by the Surrogate’s 
Court, the Surrogate shall forthwith tranemit to the 
court in which such action has been begun acopy of 
the will, testimony, and all papers relating thereto, 
and a eopy of the decree of probate, attaching the 
game together, aud certifying the same under the 
seal of the court. 

suc. 4. The issue of the pleadings in suoh action 
ghall be confined to the question of whether the writ- 
ing produced is or is not the last will and codicil of 
the testator, or either, It shall be tried bya jury, 
and the verdict thereon shall be conclusive as to real 
Dr personal property, unless a new trial be granted 
pr the judgement thereon be reversed or vacated. 

Sec. 6. On the trial of such issue the decree of the 
furrogate admitting the will or codicil to probate 
shall be prima facie evidence of the due attestation, 
execution, and validity of such will or codicil. 

SEC. 9. The action brought as herein provided 
shall be commenced within two years after the will 
or codicil has been admitted to probate, but persons 
within age of minority, of unsound mind, impris- 
oned, or absent from the State may bring such action 
two years after such disability has been removed. 

Sec. 1]. This act shail take effeot immediately, and 
shall not be retroactive. 

A well-known ex-Judge from the western part 
of the State said to Tuk TimMes’s correspondent 
the other day, in speaking of this bill and what 
it would do: 

“The judgment of a Surrogate admitting a 
will to probate, although it may be affirmed by 
both the General! Term and the Court of Appeals, 
is not conclusive as to the title to real property, 
aithough itis as to personal. Ejectments may 
be commenced years after the admission te pro- 
bate, and the affirmance both by the General 
Term and the Court of Appeals and the question 
of the validity of a will retried. One who takes 
title to real estate from a grantor who bas ac- 
quired by will accepts it at the risk of having 
hie title successfully assailed in an action of 
ejectment based upon the ground that the will 
under which his grantor took was invalid. 
Nor do the legal troubles of the one thus taking 
title derived from a grantor who took by will 
end here. Under the statugfe regulating the 
trial of ejectments the defeated party has the 
privilege, as a matter of right, to demand a 
second trial If there be more than one dissat- 
fied heir, each heir has the right to maintain 

ejectment suits. Again, each dissatisfied heir 
may maintain ejectment suits as to each sepa- 
rate piece of real estate of which the testator 
may have died seized. 

“Thave in my mind now oa case actually 
pending where a deceased left twelve separate 
pieces of real property. His will has been sus- 
tained by the Surrogate, the General Term, and 
the Covrt of Appeals. Yet a dissatisfied heir 
has commenced twelve separate actions of 
ejectment, in each of which the validity of the 
will is questioned, and in each of which actions 
the plaintiff is entitied to two trials, thus mak- 
ing twenty-four jury trials so far as this one 
dissatisfied heir is concerned, which may be 
forced upon those whose interest itis to sus- 
tain the validity of the wilL 

“There are two other heirs of the same 
testator alike dissatisfied with the plaintiff in 
these ejectment sults. One of them has already 
pommenced one ejectment suit, and may, if she 
desires to do s0, institute eleven more, and, of 
course, under the statute she is entitled to 
twenty-fourjury trials. The third dissatisfied heir 
has like legal rizhts, and may institute suit and 
have twenty-four jury trials. Thus it will beseen 
that there may be sventy-two jury trials to 
question the validity of this will, ata cost so 
enormous that the entire estate, though large. 
may be eaten up by litigation. 

“ Again this paradox may result in these vari- 
pus cases. The testator 1 havein mind left a 
very large amount of personal property, his 
pstate being divided, say, into one-third per- 

sonal and two-thirds realty. Now, the probate 
of the will having been sustained by the Court 
of Appeals, distributiop has been made of the 

rsonal property. If in these ejectment suits 
Bie jaintiff shall prevail we will have as a 
result of law that the testator was of perfeotly 

sound and competent mind and possessed of 
testamentary disposition sufficient to bequeath 
his personal estaie, while he had not like capac- 
ity to dispose of his real. That is to say, per- 
sonal property would be distributed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the will und the 
real estate a8 if the testator had died intestate. 
Could a more ridiculous and absurd conclusion 
be reached ¢ 

“The present condition of the law enables 
biackmaliers, both professional or otherwise, to 
levy tribute upon large estates or otherwise set 
on foot expensive litigation by the force of 
which heirs-at-law, as mere mattor of economy, 
are obliged to submit or expend in lawyers’ 
fees and charges almost their entire inhert- 


ce. 
cee rither the decision of the Surrogate, af- 
firmed by the General Term and the Court of 
Appeals, should be final and conclusive, both as 
to real and personal property, or some scheme 
should be devised by which, in asingle trial be- 
fore & jury, the fact could be determined wheth-

“The bill introduced by Col. Webster is prac- 
tically modeled upon the Ohio statate upon 
thie subject which has worked succesef for 
more than twenty-five years. Individually, I 
think that jury trials ought, if possible, in the 
matter of the probate of wills, to be avoided, 
and I.strongly favor the conclusiveness of the 
qphcment of the Surrogate, when affirmed by the 

eneral Term and the Court of Appeals; but in 
a community where jury trials prevail to the 
extent that they do in New-York, I take it that 
no proposition can become a law by which jury 
trials can be avoided in will cases, but certainly 
in sees and justice interminable expensive 
litigation ought to be avoided, and the deter- 
mination of a single jury should be conclusive 
in will cases as in every other.” 

FOR FREE PUBLIC BATHS, 

Mr. Stranahan (Rep., Oswego,) has a Dill 
which has been reported favorably from the 
Committee on Public Health, and is now on 
order of second reading, making the establish- 
ment and maintenance of free public baths 
niandatory in cities of over 50,000 population, 
and lawfulin cities, towns, and villages under 
50,000. The bill was introduced at the instance 
of Mr. Goodwin Brown of the Lunacy Oommis- 
sion, who has had the necessity for more and 
better bathing facilities forced upon him in his 
inspections of county asyiums, where he thinks 
the health of the inmates is much injured by the 
utter lack of such facilities. Every Continental 
town, no matter how small, has its public beth- 
houses, and public institutions are particularly 
well equipped in this direction. r. Brown 
thinks this ought to be the case in this country, 
and hopes, 4! means of this bill, which is likely 
to become a law, to bring about this much-to- 
be-desired result.

HILL WANTED VINDICATION, 


os 
ROBINSON TELLS WHAT ELMIRA 
GAVE HIM INSTEAD, 


Ool. David ©. Robinson, the newly-elected 
Mayor of Elmira, the home of Senator Hill, was 
atthe St.James Hotel Friday. Speaking of tho re- 
cent city election in Elmira, Col. Robinson éeaid: 

“The original issue in the canvass was reform 
in the management of city affairs. It was formed 
by the earnest efforts of men within the Demo- 
cratio Party, made during the past year, to oust 
the Democratic ‘ring’ which for years has held 
the City Government in its grip, greatly to the 


detriment of the growth and development of 
the city. Elmira has been one of the worst 
governed cities in the State. Its political brawls 
have become notorions all over the country. 
The official government became a stench in the 
nostrils of all decent citizens, and they resolved 
to break the hold of the ‘ring’ if possible. 

“ Reform was the issue at the opening of the 
campaign, and it would have remained the sole 
issue of the canvass had not Senator Hill, much 
to the surprise of many of his personal friends, 
immediately after the Albany State Convention 
come to Elmira and opened campaign head 
quarters. You know what that means. 

“Tl was nominated for Mayor by a convention 
of about 1,000 citizens, mostly Democrats, but 
including some Republicans also, and was after- 
ward indorsed by the Republican Convention, 
80 that [ranasan Independent Democrat in- 
dorsed by Republicans. The ‘ring’ candidate 
was Frederick Collin, abrother of Senator Hill's 
former law partner, Charles Collin. 

“When Senator Hill arrived in Elmira from 
Albany, he sent for allof his ward beelers, and 
informed them that Collin must be elected at all 
hazards and at whatever cost. He told them 
that my election would be heralded all over the 
United States asa verdict of the people of bis 
own city against him. Sucha verdict, he said, 
would be construed as a blow to his Presiden- 
tial aspirations. He was being severely criti- 
cised by Democrats for the ‘snap’ State Con- 
vention, and he wanted to be vindicated, and 
the election of Collin would vindicate him. The 
Gazelie, his own paper, was instructed to make 
that the main issue of the fight, and it did so 
from that day. 

“The fact is, that Senator Hill thought that 
the corrupt ring that governed the city was so 
powerful that it could not be beaten, and that 
it was a good opportunity to be vindicated. 

“Well, the election came, the combination 
met with a Waterloo, and the vindication did 
not materialize. My majority was something 
over 1,000, I cannot give the exact figures. 

“The ‘ring’ had floods of money to back it, 
and its use on the day of election was, if pos- 
sible, more shameless thanever before. How- 
ever, the people of Elmira seemed to be roused 
as never before at acity election, and enough 
voters could not be corrupted to save the day 
for the ‘ring.’ 

“I can’t say whether the Independent Demo- 
erats of Chemung County will send a delegation 
tothe Syracuse Convention or not. We have 
not had any consultation on that subject. 

“ My preference for the Democratic nominees 
for President! I don’t care to speak about that 
now. Youcan draw your own inference from 
the Elmira election.”’

HE TOOK NO PART IN THE IMMIGRA- 
TION INVESTIGATION. 


Senator Hill, who came to New-York from 
Washington on a ticket paid for by the Govorn- 
ment, under the resolution which sent the Con- 
gressional Immigration Committees here, took 
no part in the committee’s proceedings yes- 
terday. He remained at the Hotel Normandie 
most of the day, and from time to time received 
callers, who discussed his chances of maintain- 
ing his grip on his machine in this State until 
convention time. He treated the Senators who 
came with him from Washington and his duties 
as one of their number with sublime indifference, 
Apparently he had po time to devote to any- 
thing but his own grab game. 

Mr. Hill attempted to explain his absence 
from his committee Saturday by a line of argu- 
ment which some of his assoojates said they 
could not understand. He said he did not con- 
sider the gathering at Ellis island as a 
really officially called meeting or a formal 
trip of investigation. Accordingly, he did 
not consider himself bound to attend. As 
the party, including the Senator, came to the 
city under the direct and explicit action of Con- 
gress and in charge of an oilicer of the Senate, 
and was charged with specific duties, the posi- 
tion of the Senator from New-York was thought 
hardly a logical one. 

Senator Hill showed that he was not disposed 
to extend to his associates the courtesy they 
expected on a Visit to the State which sent him 
to Washington, by his remark to a friend that 
the Senators knew the town as well as he did, 
and he did not consider himself under any ovli- 
gation toact as their escort to Ellis Island or 
anywhere else. Senator Hill said he intended 
to go to Washington this forenoon.

NEWS NOTES FROM CUBA. 


SUGAR MAKING DELAYED BY THE WANT 
OF LABORERS. 


NEwW-ORLEANS, March 6.—The Picayune’s 
Havana cable of this date says: 

The extremely low temperature which has 
prevailed since Jan. 1 continues, the mer- 
oury falling to 66° and 68°, and standing at this 
figure all night and until 7 or 8 o'clock in the 
morning. 

Sugarmaking is greatly retarded by the want 
of field hands to cut the cane. Keceipts at the 
principal ports of the isiand are far behind 
those of last year up to the 1st of March. Tho 
several lines of railroad throughout the island 
have not caloulated upon the largely-increased 
production of sugar for 1892, and have 
not provided oars sufficient to move 
the sugar and molasses from the coun- 
try stations, consequently much delay in 
loading cargoes at the seaboard has occurred, 
and as there are only small warehouses in the 
country the trains bring the sugar to the cars, 
leaving the molasses in casks, all along the dif- 
ferent routes waiting transportation. The pres- 
ent outlook for a large crop ia, to say the least, 
very discouraging, and it is feared that the cane 
cannot be cut and ground before the rainy sea- 
s0n sets in. 

Planters are much exeroised at the prospect 
of being assessed some $3,000,000 in addition 
to the already heavy contribution which they 
aro compelled to pe , a8 the Government re- 
ceipts are falling short of the requirements for 
this year’s budget, Besides, the continuance 
of accidental and intentional fires, burning im- 
mense tracts of standing cane, will reduce the 
production of sugar, and insure a bad year for 
the sugar planter of Cuba 

The active efforts of the millers of Spain to in- 
duce the Madrid Government to annul the 
reciprocity treaty with the United States bids 
fair to succeed, and some think it is only a ques- 
tion of time when the old tariff will be resumed 
and the duties on flour will be restored. In 
this event, of course, the United States will im- 
pose duties on Cuban sugar and other products 
to the great detriment of the people of the 
island. Large quantities of very inferior flour 
have been brought to this market since Jan. 1, 
and the consequence Is that the people of Cuba 
are served with a very poor quality of bread at 
a very high a. 

The Plant Line now brings the United States 
mails four times a week, which is a great con- 
venience to the public. Large numbers of tour- 
ists arrive by each steamer, and al] hotels are 
doing a lively business. The health of the city 
is excellent. 


MRS. PLATT IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 
——. 
CHARGED WITH AN ATTEMPT TO SHOOT 
HER HUSBAND. 


Mrs. William H. Platt, whose husband, an en- 
gineer in the navy yard, recently sued for an ab- 
solute divorce, making ex-Gov, Waller’s son, 
Martin B. Waller, co-respondent, was arrested 
in Brooklyn last night charged with an attempt 
to shoot her husband. The attemptto shoot is 
alleged to have taken place in front of the house 
where Mrs, Platt is boarding, 232 Livingston 
Street. 

Officer Shields of the Adams Street Station, 
patroling in Livingston Street, was requested Dy 
Platt to arrest his wife. Platt told tho officer to 
search Mrs. Platt’s pocket and he would find the 
pistol that she had tried to shoot him with. 
Platt was accompanied by s man named John 
Reed. Shields examined Mrs, Platt’s dress 
pocket and found a small twenty-two-call- 
bre revolver, with five chambers loaded. 
He then arrested Mrs. Platt, and her husband 


and Reed followed tothe station house. There 
Platt reiterated his charge and Reed corrobo- 
rated it by saying that he had tried to take the 
revolver from Mrs, Platt. Mrs. Platt had a 
bruisejon her right hand, which she had bandaged 
= her handkerchief. She was locked in a 
cell. 

To aroporter she later said: ‘I would rather 
that my husband shall do all the talking. He 
has haunted me everywhere and put detectives 
on my track. I did not try to shoot him. I 
bought the revolver a few days ago to take 
with me into the country. I intended leaving 
town to-morrow. The revolver was in my 
pocket. I did not leave my house with the pur- 
pose of finding my husband. He and his friend 
Reed, who is a feliow-Mason, suddenly appeared 
before me.” 

Mrs. Rodman, with whom Mrs. Platt boarded, 
said that she had boarded with her for five 
weeks. She had been getting an allowance 
from her husband, but it had been stopped, and 
she had seemed worried. 

Platt and his friend disappeared after the 
arrest, and Platt could not be found at his 
house, 19 Fort Greere Place. : 

Mrs. Piatt’s maiden name was Minnie La 
Tourette Fisher, and she is the daughter of 
James R. Fisher, a well-known real estate man 
in Brooklyn. She is twenty-seven years old and 
has a pleasing address and a dignified appear- 
ance. Platt is forty-two yoars old. The divorce 
suit was tried in the City Court, Brooklyn, and 
occupied three days. On Peo. 18 the jury, after 
being out all night, exonerated Mrs. Platt. 

Mrs. Platt will be in the Adams Street Police 
Court this morning. 








SUNDAY AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


LOCKE ARGUES AGAINST SAB- 
BATH OPENING. 


At Bt. George's Episcopal Church in Ruther- 
furd Place last night, John M. Locke of Chicago 
spoke on the subject ‘‘ Shall the World's Fair Be 
Open Sunday?” Mr. Locke took the ground 
that it should not. 

“They say,’ Mr. Locke remarked, “that the 
fair should be open Sunday fer the benefit of 
the working classes—that they who are earning 
only from 1314 cents to 17 cents an hour cannot 
afford to sacrifice hours for work to holiday pur- 
poses. This cry, I say, is not raised by the 
workingmen, but by corporations who employ 
them, who would work them long hours six 
days in the week, and then rob them of their 
day of reat by making it the only day on which 
they can see this great exhibition.” 

Mr. Locke quoted the example set by Irish 
manufacturers in giving their employes a holi- 
day and paying their fares at the time of the 
exposition in Dublin, and said he had no doubt 
the same would be done, at least to the extent 
of a holiday, in America. ‘‘ We will force them 
to do so,” said he, “if we keep the fair closed 
on Sunday. 

“By 5 it open on Sunday you compel 
anarmy of hotel men and restaurant men and 
railroad men to work like slaves seven days in 
the week. Thata few thousands may see the 
fair on Sunday, a half million must work. Open 
the fair on Sunday and you abolish the Amert- 
can Sabbath. You take down the barsof all 
thatis righteous and holy, and open the way 
for horse racing, baseball, gambling—all forms 
of riotous amusement. In Europe over half the 
people wor) allday Sunday—work seven days 
in the week. Deliver us from a Continental 
Babbath!” 

Mr. Locke concluded with an appeal to the 
audience to endeavor to see that the New-York 
ve exhibit at least should be closed on Sun- 

ay.

ETIENNE ARAGO. 

Etienne Arago, the French writer, dramatist, 
and statesman, last surviving brother of the 
illustrious astronomer, Frangois Arago, died in 
Paris yesterday.

JURIEN DE LA GRAVIERE. 

The death in Paris of Admiral Jean-Baptiste 
Edmond Jurien de la Gravitre is announced. 
He was born Nov. 19, 1812, the son of a Vice 
Admiral, who became a peer of France under 
the reign of Louis Philippe. He went into the 
naval service in 1828, commanded La Bayon- 
naise ina campaign in the seas of China in 


1841, was appointed Captain of a vessel in 
1850, and placed at the head of a naval division 
in the Adriatic in 1855. 

In 1861 he commanded the naval division in 
the Guif of Mextoo and the French expedition 
against Mexico. He concluded the Soledad con- 
vention, with England and Spain, whereof the 
French Government disapproved and which it 
refused to accept; gave command of the troops 
in Mexico to General de Lorencez, retained com- 
mand of the naval division; was appointed 
Vice Admiral in 1862 and aide de camp of the 
Emperor in 1864. In 1870 he reorganized the 
Mediterranean fleet. 

He was elected a member of the Académie des 
Sciences in 1866, and inves with the Grand 
Oross of the Legion of Honor In 1876. He was 
a frequent contributor to the Revue des Deux 
Mondées. He published in 1854, “ A Voyage en 
Chine, pendant les Années 1847, 1848, 1849, et 
1850”; in 1860, “Souvenirs d’un Amiral,” 
written from notes by his father, and “‘ Guerres 
Maritimes sous la République et l'Empire’’; in 
1865, ‘La Marine d’Autrefois”; in 1872, “La 
Marine d’Aujourd’hui’’; in 1879, ** Les Marins 
du X Ve, et du XVIe. Biécles.”’

MARQUIS D’HAVRINCOURT. 

The death is announced in Paris of Alphonse 
Pierre de Cardenac, Marquis d’Havrincourt, 
formerly Deputy for the Nord Department, 
formerly Chamberlain of Napoleon III.

THE DOCTORS HAVE LITTLE HOPE OF 
SAVING M’INERNEY’S LIFE. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., March 6.—It is feared to- 
night that Daniel T. MolInerney, the ex- 
press messenger shot by Perry, may not 
recover. His leg and arm are getting well 
rapidly, but the patient’s nervous system 
has sustained a terrible shock, and his mind has

AT WORK ON THE SABBATH.

THE CONGRESSIONAL IMMIGRATION IN- 
QUIRY CONTINUED YESTERDAY. 


Senators Chandler and Hale and Repre- 
sentative Stump of the Congressional Com- 
mittees on Immigration continued their in- 
vestigations at a session held in the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel last night. Health Officer 
Dr. W. T. Jenkins, Dr. Smith, who preceded 
him in that office, Dr. J. A. Tonner, chief sur- 
geon at Ellis Island, and Dr. Briggs of the City 
Health Department appeared before them and 
made detailed statements relative to the cases 
of typhus fever which have recently developed 
among immigrants. 

The investigators summoned these physicians 


to ascertain if there had been any violation of 
the immigration laws, if proper precautions had 
been taken, and if there was any cause for 
alarm at the present time. It was desired 
also to determine if any legislation could 
ye: & similar outbreak in the future. 

Tr. Smith was Health Officer Jan. 30, when the 
Massilia came in with the typhus and infected 
immigrants, and Dr. Jenkins had taken posses- 
sion before the fever developed. 

After listening to the phgeictens Senator 
Chandler said he did not think any of the Quar- 
antine officers were at fault. It would have 
been impossible for them to have detected 
the discase on the arrival of the Mas- 
silia, and it was doubtful if even 
the ship’s surgeon could have known the 
exact facts, however carefully he might have 
examined all the immigrants. The Senator said 
it was not unlikely the germs were lurking in the 
baggage of the immigrants, and were not dan- 
gerous until the baggage was opened. 

Dr. Smith suggested that the system of hand- 
ling diseased immigrants should be simplified 
as much as possible, and that there should 
be a more thorough —e— between 
the State and Federal authorities. He sug- 
gested also that it would be a wise pre- 
caution to require all vessels coming from 
tropical ports to carry a surgeon without re- 
Fe to the number of passengers, as it was now 
~ pe to get acourate information as to the 
real condition of all passengers from the Cap- 
tain’s report. 

Senator Chandler said the investigation would 
be continued through a sub-committee to be ap- 
pointed in Washington at a meeting next Fri- 
day. This sub-committees would robably 
look up all questions bearing on immigra- 
tion at this port, and among other things 
might try to ascertain if the appropriations for 
the buildings on Ellis Island had been judicious- 
ly expende

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ABBETT SEES THE W ARNING WILLIAM PITT WASHBURN. 


HE REVOLT IN THE cCavcus 
AGAINST HIS SCHEMES. 


EB HAS GONE TOO FAR FOR EVEN HIS 
FRIENDS TO FOLLOW HIM — THE 
NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE WILL 
PROBABLY ADJOURN THIS WEEK. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 6.—The revolt that has 
broken ont in the Democratic caucus against 
the new aggressions of the Abbett régime will 
probably admonish the Governor to enforce the 
order for final adjournment at the end of this 
week. The resolution naming next Friday as 
the day for the closing of the session has gone 
throngh the Assembly. The Senate hung it up 
on receiving it, and its failure to act on it has 
bred the notion that the session might be pro- 
jonged beyond the date originally selected by 
the bosses for its break-up. The widespread re- 
bellion of last week has made this unsafe. The 
breach is of such a nature that it cannot be 
healed, and the Abbett crowd fears that every 
day the session lasts will but weaken his nold 
on the machinery of the State. “ Two weeks 
more of the Legislature,” said a shrewd Demo- 
prat the other day, “ would show how hollow a 
thing is Abbett’s sceptre of power.” 

The break is all the more dangerous for him 
becanee it is in the interest of popular richts. 
Mr. Lane’s demand, on the floor of the House, 
that something of local self-government shall 
be left to the little towns of the State, has been 
echoed from Bull’s Ferry to Cape May. Some 
phe suggests that Father Nash’s protest, at the 
same time, against the centralization of all the 
powers of Government, State, County, and Mu- 
nicipal, in the hands of one seifish schemer for 
place ie so strongly in accord with popular sen- 
timent as to bring him to the front as a popular 
candidate for Governor. These were the first 
notes of warning. The storm broke in all its 
fury under cover of the caucus which was called 
goon afterward to whip this too frank states- 
man intoline. Then it was seen that they did 
not stand alone, but that hosts of others who 
were timid about attacking the autocracy un- 
der the eyes of the people of the State were not 
Saskenee about saying their little say when 
they were shielded from observation. 

The division in the House had been on two 
bills reaching the local administration of 
pffairs in every county and every town in the 
Btate. One was that compelling each town to 
pay asalary to an unnecessary Police Justice 
whom Abbett wants to pick out for it. That 
function is discharged now by local magistrates 
selected by the people without any appreciable 
cost tothe taxpayers. The pending 1 is not 
only a strike at Soo sovereignty, but im- 
poses also a needless burden upon the local tax- 

ayers. It assails every little community in the 
Btate from two dangerous standpoints. The 
pther bill is for the reorganization of the Boards 
pf Freeholders in all the counties except Hud- 
pon and Essex. Its operation would be to bring 
the Abbett crowd into control in some coun- 
ties it has not yet been able to reach. Osten- 
sibly the objection to it is that it destroys town 
representation in the county boards. e real 
point of attack is, however, the opportunity it 
gives for the manipulations of the boards in the 
interest of the one man who happens to be at 
the head of the State. 

When the members reached the caucus they 
discovered that these bills were only a part of 
the misery that wasin store forthem. One of 
the Senators exploded a bombshell in their 
midst with a billfor a Jury Commission. The 
fisgraceful abuse of their powers in the selec- 
tionjof grand and petty jurors by the Sheriffs in 
gome of the counties in the State hae aroused a 
demand for the selection of these important offi- 
cers of the courts by some one else than the 
Bheriffe. The Sheriff_in Hudson has habitually 
drawn Orand Jurors who protect the Guttenberg 
racetrack, Sunday concert saloons, and baliot- 
box stuffers. Essex County Grand Juries have 
been detected in the act of protecting repeaters 
who served Haynes in his Mayoralty contest 
last Fall. Camden County Grand Juries seem 
to be selected with the speoial view of saving 
the Gloucester track managers from the pursuit 
of the courts. 

The people want to see an end of this kind of 
business, and they insist that the Sheriffs shall 
be divested of the jury-drawing prerogative. 
There is no way of reaching the end except by 
creation of Jury Commissioners. 

The Governor does not appoint the Sheriffs. 
He probably would have insisted long ago upon 
naming them all over the State if the Conetitu- 
tion did not specifically reserve the right to 
elect them to the people. The control of the 
important matters that Grand Juries consider by 
an independent lot of officials whom he cannot 
put under his heel at will has exercised the Gov- 
ernor considerably. For instance, he cannot have 
the Hudson delegation to the Assembly without 
the aid of Boss Denny McLaughlin. “‘ Denny” is 
deeply interested in the Guttenberg track. He 
does not even have to ask the Governor to 
assist in protecting that special preserve of his 
from invasion. The Sheriff of the county ex- 
tends bim that immunity; and he is not forced 
to “ any odds of the Governor in the premises 
at all. 

There is great Ganger of “Denny” asserting 
his independence before the time comes for ham 
to deliver the Hudson vote to Abbett. The 
. exigencies ef the Benatorial campaign make it 
necessary that this special interest of “‘ Den- 
ny’s”’ shall be brought withim the reach of the 
Governor's arm. How can it be done? Why, 
by a Jury Commission, but nota Jury Commis- 
gion to be appointed by the court. That would 
expose *“‘Denny” to pursuit by the law, and 
leave Abbett powerless to force him into a bar- 
gain with him for safety. Happy thougbt of the 
Governor’s! Lethim name the Jury Commis- 
sioners. Ha! The problem is solved. “ Denny” 
would then be entirely at his mercy. 

The dazed majority could not believe the evi- 
fience of their senses when the bill was read to 

hem. When they at last realized what an un- 

oly scheme had been dropped into their midst 
they fied from the secret chamber aé if the bill 
had been a dynamite cartridge. The doors of 
the chamber were not wide enough or numerous 
pnough to let them out as fast as they would go. 
Some honest ones shrieked that there was the 
most dangerous grab at power that even so bold 
& manipulator as Abbett had yet dreamed of. 
Others saw in it only an assault upon the pro- 
rogatives of the local bosses to whom they owed 
their seats in the Assembly. It would put 
Abbett in the place of “ Denny” McLaughlin in 
Hudson, of ‘Jim’ Smith in Newark, * Billy” 
Thompson in Gloucester, of Miles Ross in Mid- 
filesex, of “ Nelse”’ Pidcock in Hunterdon. 

Abbett’s friends have been striving ever since 
to let him out of it with explanations that the 
bill was prepared by his enemies and that he had 
no hand init. . They say that some »ne is schem- 
ing to throw responsibilities on his shoulders 
that he would never dare to assume. Suppose, 
they say. that such a bill were enacted, see 
what a pickle it would put him in in Hudson for 
example. He would lose public countenance if 
his Jury Commissioners failed to indiot and close 
up Guttenberg. He would lose “Denny” Mo 
Laughlin’s pappers if his Jury Commissioners 
pursued and shut up Guttenberg. 

So in Gloucester; so everywhere else. The 
argument is not without an element of plausi- 
bility, except to those who know that Abbett 
feels that itis more important and essential to 
him in his Senatorial fight to have Denny Mo- 
Laughlin than to have the people of Hudson 
with him. Noris it to be inferred that McLaugh- 
lin is not with him to-day. But Abbett intends 
to Keep him there for fear Denny may see temp- 
tations in the future to wander away from him. 
it is anew development of the policy he has all 
niong pursued of putting friends who have 
sworn eternal friendship to him under bonds to 
him at once. 

These new assaults of his upon the preroga- 
tives of government are the culmination of a 
long series of acts already on their way to his 
hands, that overturn local systems everywhere. 
Last year he had a Legislature only to assist 
him in seizing all the powers of the State. This 
year his legislation is directed to the seizure of 
all the pewess of the municipalities. Twenty- 
eight of the Senate bills and forty-three of the 
Assembly bills are aimed in this direction. 
Three or four bills are designed to steal the 
local Government of this city from the hands of 
the people. Paterson and Camden have been 
transformed by others. The espionage is so 
minute that even the board that names the men 
who sweep the city parks here has been capt- 
ured for Abbett. The power the eities and 
towns have heretofore had of enumerating their 
schoo] children is taken away from them by 
another act, and Abbett’s State Board of Edu- 
cation will name ap army of Abbett census 
takers hereafter. District Courts, with Judges 
of Abbett’s selection to name them, are to be 
established in some of the raral counties, like 
Monmouth, Morris, and Burlington. A State 
Commissioner of Mines is to put all the mining 
interests in the State under tribute tohim. The 
terms of some Town Committeemen are length- 
ened because they are Abbett men. Reductions 
in the sizes of the Governing Boards freeze out 
anti-Abbett men in others of the towns. New 
towne are created to enable a local Abbett heel- 
er to purchase support for him with needless 
offices. The bill enlarges the Jersey City Sink- 
ing Fund Board to make room for an Abbett ad- 
herent; Town Commissioners of Appeals are mul- 
tiplied for similar reasons; other bills inereare 
the number of battalion chiefs for tire depart- 
ments; provide city engineers with big salaries 
apd many assistants: impose police forces in 
avery town; increase the salaries of the faith- 
ful; authorize issues of bonds by: local of- 
ficials. of the right stripe to the total of 
$6,000,000; and one even vets down to legislat- 
ing ®manwko did not dare to go before the 
ae sa asa candidate for a constable in Eliza- 

eth, into the constableship of the District 
Court in thst city.

RESCUED BY A POLICEMAN FROM A 
NEGRO WHO HAD ROBBED HIM. 


A man who looked like a physical wreck was 
arraigned before Justice Divver at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday morning. He 
said that he was William Pitt Washburn, that he 
livedin South Livermore, Me., and that ho was 
a son of “ex-Mayor Washburn” of Chicago. 
Young and handsome, dressed as only young men 
of means can dress, his trembling limbs and 
pleary eyes were the chief witnesses against him 
on the charge of drunkenness which the police 
preferred. Arraigned alongside of him was an ill- 
visaged negro, who said he was Wright P. Scott, 
a “racing man,” and that he was Washburn’s 
friend. 

On Saturday afternoon Policeman Stevenson 
noticed a hack draw up atthe side doorof @ 
saloon at Eighth Avenue and Twenty-seventh 
Street. He saw a negro get out and speak to & 
young colored fellow who was passing. Then 
he saw the two begin tugging at something 
within the carriage. He sawthat it was the 
body of a man which they were trying to Jift, so 
he stepped in and interfered. 

The negro who had driven up in the cab said 
that the insensible young man whose body he 
was trying to get from the carriage was his 
friend. that he wes drunk, and that he wanted 
to get him into the house where he could sleep. 
Stevenson ordered both the colored men back 
into the hack, gotin with them, and drove to 
the station house, The unconscious young man 
was carried inside and laid on the floor. He 
looked as one dying. Hiseyes were wide open 
and expressioniess. His hands were cold and 
his pulse hardly perceptible, An ambulance 
was called and the young man was taken to the 
New-York Hospital. The police searched his 

ockets. His jewelry bad all been taken from 
ay He had no money. He hada check book 
on the Manufacturers’ Bank, which was almost 
eutirely used up. Letters identified him as 
William Pitts Washburnof Livermore, Me. Some 
of the letters were addressed to him “care of 
Dr. Ferguson, Central Valley, Orange County, 
N. Y.” This address is that of a well-known 
asylum for inebriates. 

The police lost no time in questioning the col- 
ored man who had been with Washburn. He 
said that he was Wright P. Scott, and that he 
was “astraight and square racing man.” He 
suid that he owned a stable of horses in Georgia. 
He said he had met his “ young friend” ina 
saloon and was taking care of him. Asked if he 
knew who the young man was be fell into the 
trap, and said decidedly: “‘ Does If Of course 
Idoes. He’s Mr. Smiff, an’ he lives up at 46 
Madison Avenue.” 

A policeman started to search the negro. He 
protested against the proceeding as an outrage 
on a“‘ Southern gem’men.” From his pockets 
were taken two rings, one being set with a beau- 
tiful opal andthe other with a fine diamond; a 
badge of the Order of Elks, a handsome gold 
scarfpin, a silver match safe with Washburn’s 
monogram on it, and $26.48. The negro said he 
had only taken them from Washburn for safe 
keeping. He was locked up. »: s 

eantime the physicians at the New-York 
Hospital were making heroic efforts to restore 
Washburne to consciousness. He acted as 
though he had been anaes with belladona. 
The dilation of the pupils of his eyes indi- 
cated this. After two hours’ work the doctors 
gothim ina condition where he was able to 
whisper his name. It was midnight, though, 
before he recovered so that he could be de- 
clared out of danger. 

Besides telling the Justice all this, the police 
were able further to say that Washburn had for 
some time been an inmate of the asylum for 
inebriates at Central Valley. He had been 
brought down to this city by an attendant last 
week, and went tothe Grand Union Hotel. On 
Saturday morning he had escaped while the at- 
tendant was sleeping and had started on a 
spree. Washburn himself was unable to tell 
the Justice anything. Hedid not know where 
he had met the negro, but identified the jewelry 
found on him as his property. 

A friend of Washburn, who declined to give 
his name, asked the Justice to discharge him. 
This the Justice refused to do, as he wants him 
as a witness against the negro. As Washburn 
was not in a fit condition to testify yesterday, he 
was remanded until to-day. 





RABBI MENDES’S CONDITION. 


NOT EXPECTED THAT HE WILL 
DIE OF HIS WOUND. 


The Rev. Henry Pereira Mendes, rabbi of the 
congregation Shearith Israel, who was shot 
Saturday night by a beggar, José Mizrachee, 
was yesterday in a condition that was consid- 
ered favorable. His recovery is expected. 

José Mizrachee, his assailant, is still at large. 
Mizrachee is, as was stated in yesterday’s 
TIMES, a professional beggar. Sometimes he 
makes a pretense of peddling cigars, but this is 
only as a cloak to cover his realintention. He 
is from Egypt, and professes the Hebraic faith. 
One of the tricks of the beggar's trade that he 
practices is to attend the funerals of prominent 


Jews who may happen to die and there solicit 
alms. This trick is said to have brought him in 
many a dollar. 

The story that Mizrachee has told of himself 
to those who interested themselves in him is 
that at the time of the British bombardment of 
Alexandria, Egypt, he was a prosperous ‘mer- 
chant there. By the bombardment he lost all 
his possessions—dropped from independence to 
poverty; and thie, he said, was why he came to 
America. He landed at some Southern port, 
and after a time drifted into Mexico, where he 
peddled small merchandise from town to town. 
Then he went to Texas and followed the same 
calling. He came to New-York, by his account, 
to recover from an express company the value 
of a package of goods alleged to have been 
shipped from New-York to him at San Anto- 
nio, Texas, which he never received. 

He lost no time in identifying himself with 
the Jewish Congregation Shearith Israel, at 
Fifth Avenue and Nineteenth Street. This con- 

egation is made up of believers coming from 
Spanish and Portuguese countries generally. 
Ite ritual is of the Sephardic form, differing in 
ceremony and in the language used from that 
ordinarily observed. Here he met Dr. Mendes.

When he fell sick a year ago he was treated at 
the dispensary of the Mount Sinai Hospital for 
several months without charge. 

Heis a “sponger” 
upon the liberality of individuals and organiza- 
tions. He is master of the mendicant’s art. Dr. 
De Sola Mendes said yesterday that be was a 
man of good address, glib-tongued, and of un- 
limited impudence.

COUNT ADOLPHUS NORRAIKOW. 


——__>—— 
THE TRANSLATOR OF TOLSTOI!’S STORIES 
ILL AND INCURABLE. 


Count Adolphus Norraikow, the translator of 
Tolstoi’s short stories, is in a very poor state of 
health at the Home for Incurables in this city. 
He is suffering from locomotor ataxia, and is 
partially paralyzed. Count Norraikow’s health 
was completely shattered during two periods of 
exilement in Russia. He spent in all nearly 
eight years in the convict colonies of Archangel 
and Olenetz. The charges against him were of 


@ political character, and on account of these 
alleged offenses all of his own property and that 
of his family was confiscated by the Russian 
Government. 

Since he came to this country Count Nor- 
raikow hascontrived to make a rather uncer- 
tain living by his pen. In his younger days he 
was looked upon as one of the tirst ‘‘ poets of 
the people” in the land of the Czar, and several 
of his poems are included in volumes of Russian 
verse of the revolutionary sort. 

Count Norraikow has just completed the first 
English translation of Tolstoi’s drama, ‘“‘ The 
Powers of Darkness,’”’ and it will soon be pub- 
lished. He is enthusiastic in his praise of this 
work, which he says will give the great Russian 
novelist a high place among modern dramatists.

MR, HEINTZ MAKES A REPORT. 
> 
HE DISCUSSES THE STREET AFFAIRS OF 
THE ANNEXED DISTRICT. 


The firet annual report of Commissioner 
Heintz ef the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards was forwarded to the Mayor on Satur- 
day. The Commissioner dwells with much 
stress upon the necessity for proper sewerage 
and drainage in this district, which covers al- 
most as much territory as the rest of the city. 

The great activity displayed in the improve- 
ment of public highways is referred to. “ Dur- 
ing the year,” says the Commissioner, “ nearly 
five miles of streets were paved, as compared 
with ten miles of streets paved during the sev- 
enteen years which elapsed since annexation up 
to the Istof January, 1891, when this depart- 
ment came into existence.” 

Of the Harlem River problem Commissioner 
Heintz says: “The only real impediment to the 
speedy progress and development of the city 
northward arises from the physical division of 


the two great sections of the city, occasioned by 
the Harlem River. The problem of crossing 
this river by tunnels or stationary bridges is 
one 80 essentially and obviously involving the 
future growth and prosperity of our city that 
no time should be lost to settle upon a compre- 
hensive plan which wonld be a practical solu- 
— of it as affecting the entire length of the 
ver. 

“Itis apparent to any one who reflects upon 
the subject that the obstruction to travel and 
traffio on account of the present defective 
Means of crossing the Harlem River, now 80 
irksome to the public and so detrimental to the 
interests of the city, will, with the inorease of 
population, become intolerable. The effect of 
the Spey condition will be to deprive these 
wards of the future population which properly 
belongs to them, and divert its course to Long 

sland and Jersey City.” 

In recommending methods for the improve- 
ment of this condition, Commissioner Heintz 
suggests that a practical plan would provide 
for the construction of stationary bridges at 
almost every street running to the banks, of 
sullicient elevation to admit only of the passage 
of vessels whose smoke-stacks and masts should 
conform to the height of the bridges so that 
they might — without interrupting travel 
and traffic. Theestablishing of permanent ap- 
proach grades so as to conform to the height 
of such contemplated bridges is strongly urged. 

The Commissioner renews the suggestion 
which he made last year, that the Mayor ap- 
point a commission of five persons, *‘ to serve 
without pay, to consist of two residents below 
the Harlem River, one resident of the district 
north of the Harlem River, the Commissioner 
of Public Works of the City of New-York, and 
the Commissioner of Street Improvements of 
the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards,” 
whose duties shall be to inquire and examine into 
the most practical plan of crossing the Harlem 
River, ‘with a view of enabling the Mayor to 
recommend proper legislation on the subject.” 

A balance sheet of appropriations and ex- 
penditures is included in the report. This sheet 
shows that the appropriations were $265,200, 
and the expenditures $248,960.69, leaving a 
balance of $16,239.31. 





MISS POTTER A DEFENDANT. 


SUED FOR DAMAGES BY AN ECCENTRIC 
HORNELLSVILLE CITIZEN. 


Miss Jennie O'Neil Potter, the reader, is a de- 
fendant in a suit for damages brought by Henry 
B. La Rue of Hornellsville. She has not yet 
been served with a summons, and the exaet 
nature of the suitor the amount of damages 
claimed cannot be learned. 

A year ago Henry B. La Rue was a prosperous 
railroad contractor and inventor, and enjoyed 
an income of about $6,000. He was often in 
New-York in the interest of his railroad inven- 
tions. Last Spring he attended an elocutionary 
entertainment given by Miss Potter. He was 
very much pleased with the entertainment, and 


became acquainted with the young reader. He 
invited Miss Potter to visit his wife in Hornells- 
ville, and made arrangements to have her give 
an entertainment in 1¢e Hornelisville Opera 
House. The invitation was accepted, and 8 
Potter went to the La Rue home. 

La Rue proposed to become the renader’s 
manager, and arranged a date for her appear- 
ance in the E)mira Opera House. He made the 
date and commenced advertising Mise Potter 
without her knowledge or consent. He bought 
$500 worth of bouquets and hired four lackeys 
in livery to travel about the city and distribute 
the bouquets and advertisements of the enter- 
tainment. 

These extravagant preparations and other un- 
usual actions attracted the attention of the au- 
thorities and newspapers, and a stop was put to 
further preparations. Mr. La Rue was induced 
to return to his home. 

Mr. La Rue’s actions in Hornellsville were 
very eccentric, and he made the arrangements 
for Miss Potter’s appearancd there in such a 
magnificent manner that every one thought he 
must be crazy. The night before the Hornells- 
ville entertainment Mr. La Rue went to Elmira 
and demanded the keys of the Opera House at 3 
o’clock in the morning. When they were ro- 
fused he created a disturbance and was arrest- 
ed. A few days afterward he was examined by 
three physicians and deolared insane, and was 
taken to an asylum. Miss Potter gave the 
Hornellsville entertainment and then returned 
to New-York. 

In afew months La Rue was liberated from 
the asylum and returned home. He has now 
commenced suit for damages against the editors 
of several Elmira papers,many Elmira and Hor- 
nelisville citizens, the Superintendent of the 
asylum, and Miss Potter. 

Miss Potter is quietly evading a summons, 
and as the summons has not been served she is 
unwilling to say anything about the suit. 





A> CONGKESSMAN WEEPS. 


MR. FUNSTON GREATLY AFFECTED 


WHILE AT ELLIS ISLAND. 


Congressman Funston of Kansas, a member 
of the House Committee on Immigration, had 
his eyes opened Saturday while he was at Ellis 
Island, and was much affected by what he saw. 
With Congressman Epes and one or two others 
and an interpreter he visited aroom where a 
portion of a poor family was detained. It was 
thought that this family must be sent home. 

There were several children in the family, the 
youngest a little girlof four. The mother had 


been taken away from them sick with 
typhus. With the aid of an interpreter Mr. 
Funston talked with the children. They were 
very poor, and as they told of the hard time 
they had had they began tocry. The little girl 
was moaning for her mother. 

The Congressman could not stand it. He 
took the little thing up in his arms, and before 
he could comfort her there were teara in bis 
own eyes. Then he drew his pocketbook, put 
the little girl down, and began distributing two- 
dollar bills. He gave one to every member of 
the family, from the father to the four-year-old. 
Then he straightened up to his full 6 feet, and 
his heavy voice was husky as he said: 

“I’m not used to this. I’ve got some children 
of my own. I can’t stand it to see that little 
thing orying for its mother.” 





THE SULLIVAN INSURANCE BILL. 

The Sullivan Insurance bill, now before the 
Assembly, which provides that insurance com- 
panies in more than one line of business shall 
deposit with the State Superintendent $100,- 
000 for each additional line, as was stated in 
THE TIMEs’s Albany dispatches of Thursday, is 
vigorously opposed by the Fidelity and Casual- 
ty Company of this city. 

George F. Seward, the Vice President of that 
company, says that the legislation proposed by 
Assemblyman Sullivan is absolutely vicious and 
without a shadow of justification. It was pro- 
moted, he says, by a plate-glass insurance com- 
pany, which sought to preclude the Fidelity and 
Casualty from doing business in that most prof- 
itable of all lines. 

Mr. Seward declares that his company has 
used no money in Albany, nor would. The ef- 
forts of the wer og in the Legislature ware 
directed against no honest interest, but rather 
to preventing the passage of unnecessary 
legislative restrictions. Mr. Seward denied that 
his company held any monopoly in the insur- 
ance field.

He added that 
there were about 600 children in the asylum, 
and that all were bealthy and well. They will

MORE TYPHUS FEVER PATIENTS. 


—_—~>—_-— 
TWO NEW CASES AND ONE DEATH 
THE RECORD FOR YESTERDAY. 


Two new cases of typhus fever and one death 
from the disease were reported at Sanitary 
Headquarters yesterday. Charles Blumenthal, 
who was admitted to Bellevue Hospital last 
Thursday suffering apparently from pneumonia, 
and whose symptoms were 80 suspicious that 
he was isolated and kept under observation, 
was found yesterday to have developed typhus. 
He was taken to North Brother Island He 
formerly worked at 49 Pike Street,a house in 
which a number of the ill-fated Massilia’s pas- 
sengers were sheltered. When the house was 


quarantined Blumenthal, who is a journeyman 
tailor, went to 170 Forsyth Street, and thence to 
821 Third Avenue, from which place he went to 
Bellevue Hospital. 

Another case of the disease was developed 
yosterday among the immigrants who were re- 
cently removed from 42 East Twelfth Street to 
North Brother Island for observation. 

The only death from typhus which occurred 
yesterday was that of Catharine Glennan, one 
of the helpers employed at the typhus fever pa- 
vilions. Soveral of the nurses and helpers who 
contracted the disease on the island are atill 
very sick. 


REBATES NOT ABOLISHED. 





THE CIGARETTE TRUST CONTINUES TO 
FAVOR CERTAIN JOBBERS. 

Some of the retail dealers in tobacco have dis- 
covered that the day of cigarette rebates ia by 
po means ended. A few weeks ago the cigarette 
trust, under the name of the American Tobacco 
Company, sent out notices that its system of 
rebates would be done away with. These re- 
bates had amounted to a very handsome sum, 


and had been enjoyed by the jobbers, and by 
**gub-jobbers,”’ that is, retail dealers whose sales 
exceeded a certain figure each month.

BAD WATER DID THE DAMAGE. 


—_—~»>———— 
THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS LOST BY LONG 
ISLAND CITY FLORISTS, 


The army of florista in Long Island City have 
had a hard time of it for the past six months, 
having lost thousands of dollars worth of costly 
flowers and plants through a scourge, the origin 
of which was for a long time unknown. 

It was last November when first the florists 
noticed their flowers drooping and stained as if 
with iron mold, and their plants shriveling 
up. The palms and ferns lost all their sap and 
greenness, and the buds of the bulbs, instead of 
blooming, came out, as a florist calls it, “ blind.” 
As for the young cuttings, they all rotted at the 


roots. This state of things lasted through the 
whole Winter, and the florists’ loss and mysti- 
fication increased every day. 

Mr. David Deans of Debevoise Avenue did 
some hard thinking on the matter, and finally 
came to the conclusion that the city water was 
the cause of the trouble. Those florists, he 
noticed, who used water supplied by them- 
selves, were exempt from the pest. On making 
an analysis he found the city water strongly 
impregnated with saltpetre, which, while ex- 
coedingly beneficial to his carnations, had cost 
him, so he estimates, $2,000 by entirely clear- 
ing out his rose house. William H. Siebrecnt of 
Debevoise Avenue and Broadway was »# large 
sufferer, and is now epending from $2,500 to 
$3,000 in rendering himself independent of city 
water by erecting a water tower, a cistern, 
® water engine, and driving several wells. 
Leach Brothers of Flushing Avenue and Black- 
well Street, John J. Peters of Academy Street, 
and over ten other florists add their items to a 
sum of losses which probably will foot up to 
$20,000, and allare arranging for asupply of 
water. Sueh well-known private cellectors as 
ex-Police Commissioner John A. Lockwood, 
Commissioner Sanford, Prof. Hume, Corpora- 
tion Counsel W. C. Foster, David Ingram, Isaac 
Strang, and many others are also large suffer- 
ers. 

The authorities themselves own to the excess- 
ive hardness and saltiness of the water, and say 
that while the majority of the driven wells con- 
nected on the suction pipe, laid down some six 
months ago near Bowery Bay, give good water, 
the two last wells of the series have struck a 
brackish stream and spoil the water. Test 
wells have lately been sunk at Sunny Side, but 
the water was unsatisfactory. 





TO ENLARGE FORT WADSWORTH. 


ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY ACRES OF 
LAND TO BE TAKEN. 


The rumor that the Government proposed to 
make extensive additions to the fortifioations 
at Fort Wadeworth, Staten Island, was confirmed 
on Saturday when the United States Commis- 
sioners visited the island and made a careful 
examination of the property which it is pro- 
posed to acquire by condemnation. 

The Commissioners were George G. Reynolds, 
John J. Perry, and Thomas Terry, and they 
were accompanied by a large delegation, in- 
cluding United States District Attorney Jesse 
Johnson, A. B. Boardman, counsel for the prop- 
erty owners; James Bleecker, a real estate 
expert; Mr. Baboock of the United States 
Engineering Department, the Messrs. Appleton, 
Mr. Mayo, and the Messrs. Alexandre, owners 
of the property.

M. A. Hughes and C. A. Colby, were the wit- 
nesses. It was partly for baby’s sake that we 
had it performed. We wanted to have it done 
before he was born, but circumstances pre- 
vented.” 

The ceremony was performed by Civil Justice 
Peter Mitchell in Webster’s cell during the 
afternoon. Mrs. Webster wore a gray Henriet- 
ta cloth gown. The baby was present. 

Webster said yesterday he thought he had had
